N ew Y o rk , Aug. 22.—Hon. Chauncey 
M. Depew has received a letter from 
Secretary of War Alger and has con­ 
sented to its publication.

“ As you know, when war was de­ 
clared, there was no equipment what­ 
ever for the volunteers in store. That 
this was 
successfully accomplished, 
with very few accidents, is a matter of 
record. Subsequent calls, including the 
regular army (which numbered about 
27 ,000 nien when war was declared), 
made a total of 268 ,600 men. To ac­ 
complish ail in so short a time has been 
a great wprk. 
Of course gathering this 
vast uui^ber of men together, in a large 
measure’ under untrained regimental 
and companyjtommanders—1 mean in 
actual » field duty—the lack of knowl­ 
edge as to sanitary conditions to be 
observed, the carelessness in not ob­ 
serving instructions which were fur- 
uLshed as to proper care of the men, 
has added greatly to the work of the 
medical department.” 
He said further; 
“ There is nothing young men in ro­ 
bust health are so prodigal of as their 
iualth until it is gone. Men go into 
Cciup feeling that they can stand any­ 
thing ana everything, and cannot be 
iiuulti to Ix'lieve to the contrary until 
stricken with disease. 
Every effort has 
been made from the beginning to fur- 
uisii every camp with all appliances 
usktid tor, but of course the command­ 
ing otiicers in the field are the ones who 
have the direct charge of these men. 
For instance, one army cori>s comman­ 
der has given orders and enforces them, 
respecting sanitary affaks, and he has 
today but a fraction over 2 per cent on 
the sick list. Others have been less suc­ 
cessful, and the consequence is typhoid 
and other fevers have been bred and 
spread to a considerable extent. 
“ Concerning the Santiago campaign, 
when the ships left Tampa they had on 
board three months’ provisions and an 
abundance of hospital supplies. 
They 
had lighters to unload with at point of 
debarkation. These lightbrs were lost 
m severe storms on the way. 
As soon 
as we were notified of the fact two tows 
of lighters were sent from Mobile and 
New Orleans, which weie also over­ 
taken by storm and lost. The navy auji- 
phed us with lighters and one of these 
Was wrecked. The army disembarked, 
getting off a portion of its supplies and 
medical 
stores. 
and 
immediately 
marched to tlie front to fight the Span­ 
iards. 
The great difficulty of lauding 
supplies subsequently was the wind 
sprang up every morning at 10 and 
made a high surf, rendering almost im­ 
possible the use of small boats with one 
'ighter, which wfis all they had left for 
tills purpose. 
' 
“ Of the packers who were employed, 
^ per cent soon tell sick, and heavy 
faius falhng every day, the roads (if 
they could be called such) became im­ 
passable for vehicles. Pack animals had 
to be employed to carry food to the 
array, which being extended to the 
right around üiantiago increased the 
distance from the coast every day, and 
the task mofe difficult. However, 
the result and the subsequent sickness 
that has broken Out in the army showed 
the great wisaom of General Shatter in 
moving forward to make the attack 
while his men were in vigor. It was a 
movément bordering on audacity, but 
It succeeded and the persistence of the 
attack, I ha ve‘no donbt, greatly dis­ 
heartened the Spaniards. The result was

the best possible terms in the circum­ 
stances. 
That they have done so he is 
certain. 
It is pointed out that the terms of the 
capitulation of Manila can have bat lit­ 
tle effect upon the action of the Paris 
peace commission in any event. The 
protocol as signed by the accredited rep­ 
resentatives of the governments of the 
United States and Spain provides for 
the cession of the city, bay and harbor 
of Manila to the United States and 
leaves to the peace commission to deter­ 
mine the disposition and government of 
the Philippine islands. Whether, there­ 
fore, Spain is to retain her sovereignty 
over the islands is a question to be de­ 
cided by the Paris commission.

“The commissary general has pur­ 
chased and distributed, up to Aug. I, 
110,907,235 pounds of rations. 
“The quartermaster general’s report 
fs too long to even g iv e an approximate 
idea of his work. In the way of trans­ 
portation to Honolulu, Manila, Santiago 
and Porto Hico, and return home, there 
have been sent 82,638 men, with artil­ 
lery equipment and supplies. 
By rail 
in this country there have been trans­ 
ported 9,700 officers, 233,962 enlisted 
men, also 40,582 animals, besides thou­ 
sands of wagons, artillery and other 
quarter master, commissary, ordnance, 
medical and signal service stores. 
The 
total number of articles of clothing and 
camp equippage distributed to the army 
by the quartermaster’s department has 
beau 6,274,483. 
“The total weight of food and forage 
distributed daily to the army is approxi­ 
mately 900 tons. 
“Added to this is the large fleet of 
transports chartered and purchased, the 
management of the same in conveying 
troops, supplies and ammunition.’’

First—The Spanish troops, European 
and native, capitulate with the city and 
defenses, with all honors of war, de­ 
positing their arms in the places dees 
iguuted by the authorities of the United 
States and remaining in the quarters 
designated and under the orders of their 
officers and subject to control of the 
aforesaid 
United 
States authorities, 
until the conclusion of a treaty of peace 
between the two belligerent nations. 
All persons included in the capitulation 
remain at liberty; the officers remain­ 
ing in their respective homes, which 
shall be respected as long as they ob­ 
serve the regulations prescribed for 
their government and the laws in force. 
Second—Officers shall retain their 
side arms, horses and private property. 
All public horses and public property of 
all kinds shall be turned over to staff 
officers designated by the United States. 
Third—Complete returns in duplicate 
of men in organizations and full lists of 
public property and stores shall be ren­ 
dered to the United States within ten 
days from this date. 
Fourtn—All questions relating to the 
repatriation of officers and men of the 
Spanish forces and of their families and 
o f the expenses which said repatriation 
may occasion shall be referred to the 
government of the United States at 
Washington. 
Spanish families may 
leave Manila at any time convenient to 
tnem. 
Tne return of the arms surren­ 
dered by the Spanish forces shall take 
place when they evacuate the city or 
when the American army evacuates. 
Fifth—Officers and men included in 
the capitulation shall be supplied by 
the United States, according to their 
rank, with rations and necessary aid as 
though thev were prisoners of war until 
the conclusion of a treaty of peace be­ 
tween the United States and Spain. All 
the funds in the Spanish treasury and 
all other public funds shall be turned 
over to the authorities of the United 
States.

Sixth—This city, its inhabitants, its 
churches and religious worship, its edu­ 
cational establishments and its private 
property, of all description, are placed 
nnder the special safeguard of the faith 
and honor of the American army.

A R eport From M anila Says W e 
That Many and Had A bout

H o n g k o n g , Aug. 22.— Officers of the

and that Spanish sovereignty over the 
entire archipelago was, temporarily at 
least, at an end. 
This view is not sus­ 
tained by the conditions of the sur­ 
render as cabled by General Merritt and, 
it may be said, it is not the view taken 
by the best informed officials of the 
administration. 
While some of the 
war authorities last night were inclined 
to the opinion that the articles of capit­ 
ulation, necessarily temporary aud na­ 
turally somewhat elastic in their phrase 
ology, might be construed to mean the 
surrender of Spanish control over the 
entire Philippine group, the prevalent 
opinion noyf is that they mean precisely 
what they say and that the surrender 
includes only the city of Manila and its 
immediate surroundings, or “suburbs,” 
as it is expressed in the articles. 
It can be said authoritatively that the 
president is quite satisfied witn the 
terms as made by General Merritt and 
Admiral Dewey. 
Their instructions 
afforded them considerable latitude tor 
individuality of action, the president 
feeling confident that they would secure 
the best possible terms in the circum­ 
stances. 
That they have done so he is 
certain. 
It is pointed out that the terms of the 
capitulation of Manila can have but lit­ 
tle effect upon the action of the Paris 
peace commission in any event. The 
protocol as signed by the accredited rep­ 
resentatives of the governments of the 
United States and Spain provides for 
the cession of the city, bay and harbor 
of Manila to the United States and 
leaves to the peace commission to deter­ 
mine the disposition and government of 
the Philippine islands. Whether, there­ 
fore, Spain is to retain her sovereignty 
over the islands is a question to be de­ 
cided by the Paris commission. The 
action of the commission - is circum­ 
scribed by the provisions of the proto­ 
col, while che terms of the capitulation 
of Manila, it is suggested, can have very 
little more serious effect upon the com­ 
missioners’ work than those of the sur­ 
render of Santiago.

“The church question iu our new 
possessions offers no difficulty what­ 
ever. 
The two principles are already 
settled by the constitution and laws of 
America. There will be no union of 
church and state, such as is established 
by custom or concordat in certain Cath­ 
olic countries of Europe. There will be 
complete protection of all properties 
aud all persons, 
“Certain people who talk of those ter­ 
ritories us fields for missiouoiy efforts 
from the United States do not know 
what they are talking about. They might 
with as much sense organize missions 
for the conversion of the Catholics of 
Washington. 
“Cuba and Porto Rico form an ec­ 
clesiastical province, with the arch­ 
bishop of Santiago as metropolitan and 
suffragan bishops at San Juan aud Ha­ 
vana. This province will take its place 
in the American hierarchy, just as does 
the province ot Baltimore or that of St. 
Paul, making the fifteenth ecclesiastical 
province in the 
United States and 
bringing to our Catholic population an 
addition of 2,500,000, not to talk of 
islands in the Pacific, so whatever else 
will come to America from the late war, 
considerable increase of numbers and 
power will come from it to the Catholic 
church.”

But there a re few fa rming 
loca lities of the United Sta tes omre- 
spending in dimensions to this isla nd 
which ca n show such a collection of 
cities a nd towns. Porto Rico’s a rea is 
a bout equa l to tha t of three a vera ge 
oounti^ in Illinois, Missouri, Ka nsa s 
or a ny other western sta te. Yot this 
territory, less tha n 100 miles in length 
a nd one-tbird tha t in width, ha s three 
cities of from 20,000 to 30,000 popula ­ 
tion, a dozen a bove 5,000 a nd 15 or 20 
towns of 2,000 a nd over. A cha ra cter­ 
istic of the Porto Rica ns is to live in 
towns, villa ges a nd in pla nta tion com­ 
munities ra ther tha n in sca ttered a nd 
Isola ted fa rmhouses. 
Much ha s been printed a bout Sa n 
J ua n de Porto Rico. 
People of the 
United Sta tes a re fa irly fa milia r by de­ 
scription with the Morro, the ma ssive 
wa lls, the na rrow city, built a long a 
strip of sa nd running pa ra llel to the 
ma inla nd a nd sepa ra ted from it by the 
ba y. The ca pita l of this new territory 
of the United Sta tes no longer seems 
foreign. 
With the other cities a nd 
towns there is less a cqua inta nce. From 
consula r sources the depa rtment of sta te 
ha s come into possessica i of interesting 
da ta a bout the more importa nt popula ­ 
tion centers besides Sa n J ua n.

There is a n a ppella te 
crimina l court, besides other courts, 
two churches <one Protesta nt, sa id to 
be the only one in the Spa nish West 
Indies), two hospita ls besides the mili­ 
ta ry hospita ls, a home of refuge for the 
old a nd poor, a perfectly equipped fire 
depa rtment, a ba nk, a thea ter, three 
first cla ss hotels a nd ga sworks. The 
city ha s a n ice ma chine, a nd there a re 
115 vehicles for public conveya nce. 
The inha bita nts, who number a bout 
20,000, a re principa lly occupied in mer­ 
ca ntile pursuits, but ca rpenters, brick­ 
la yers, joiners, ta ilors, shoema kers a nd 
ba rbers find good employment. The de­ 
pa rtment of Ponce counts a bout 40,000 
inha bita nts.

A fine roa d lea ds to the port 
(Pla ya ), where a ll the import a nd ex ­ 
port tra de is tra nsa cted. 
Pla ya ha s 
a bout 5,000 inha bita nts, a nd here a re 
situa ted the custom house, the office of 
the ca pta in of the port a nd a ll the con­ 
sula r ofiiGes. The port is spa cious a nd 
will hold vessels of 25 feet dra ft. The 
olima te, on a ccount of the sea breezes 
during the da y a nd the la nd breezes a t 
night, is not oppressive, though wa rm, 
a nd a s wa ter for a ll purposes, includ­ 
ing the fire depa rtment, is a mply sup­ 
plied by a n a queduct it ma y be sa id 
tha t the city of Ponce is perha ps the 
hea lthiest pla ce in the whole isla nd. 
In the sa me cla ss with Sa u J ua n a nd 
Ponce ra nks Ma ya guez, ea sier for the 
America n tongue tha n the spelling 
might indica te. Ponce is pronounced in 
two sylla bles. If spelled from hea ring, 
a n America n child would proba bly 
ma ke i t ‘‘Ponsy. ” This is tlsB Cuba n 
a nd West India n pronuncia tion gener­ 
a lly a nd will proba bly be a ccepted a s 
the America n. But the pure Spa nia rd, 
with his due rega rd for the frequent 
“ th,” will continue to sa y “ Pon-tha y” 
long a fter the re<f a nd yellow fla g ha s 
gone down. 
Ma ya guez is commonly 
“ Ma y-a h-guez, ” without pa rticula r a c­ 
cent on a ny sylla ble. 
Ma ya guez fa ces wha t is genera lly 
known a s the Mona pa ssa ge, 
the 
na rrow entra nce to the Ca ribbea n be­ 
tween Porto Rico a nd Sa nto Dominga 
According to the memora nda of the de­ 
pa rtment of sta te, there is little to be 
sa id of the industries of Ma ya guez ex ­ 
cept tha t there a re three ma nufa ctories 
of chocola te, which is for loca l con­ 
sumption. Suga r, coffee, ora nges, pine­ 
a pples a nd cocoa nuts a re ex ported la rge­ 
ly—a ll, ex cept coffee, principa lly to the 
United Sta tes. Of suga r the muscova do 
goes to the United Sta tes a nd the cen­ 
trifuga l to Spa in. Ma ya guez is the sec­ 
ond port for coffee, the a vera ge a nnua l 
ex port being 170,000 hundredweights. 
The qua lity is of the best, ra nging in 
price with J a va a nd other first ra te 
bra nds. The lower gra des a re sent to 
Cuba . 
About 50,000 ba gs of flour a re 
imported into this port every yea r from 
the United Sta tes out of the 180,000 
ba gs tha t a re consumed in the whole is- 


la nd. 
The pcjmla tion is nea rly 20,000, 
the ma jority w’hite. 
The clim a te is ex 
tx dleut, the tempera ture never ex ceed 
iijg 90 degrees F. The city is couiierted

5.000 inha bita nts. Industries in tbe 
vicinity consist of the cultiva tion of 
•uga r ca ne, coffee, toba cco a nd cocoa - 
nnts a nd the distilla tion of rum from 
mola sses. In the town a re three esta b­ 
lishments for prepa ring coffee. The 
clima te is hot, but hea lthy. There is 
ha rdly ever yellow fever. 
Arecibo is a town of from 6,000 to 
7.000 popula tion. It is situa ted on tbe 
north coa st of Porto Rico, fa mng the 
Atla ntic ocea n, a nd some 50 miles dis­ 
ta nt by ra il from Sa n J na n. It is simi­ 
la r to a ll Spa nish towns, with a pla za 
snrrouuded by tbe chnrch a nd other 
public buildings in tbe center, a nd 
streets rnnning from it in right a ngles 
forming regula r squa res. The buildings 
a re constructed of wood a nd brick. The 
ha rbor is poor, being nothing more tha n 
a n open roa dstea d ex posed to the fnll 
force of tbe ocea n, in which vessels dur­ 
ing northerly winds ca n ha rdly lie in 
sa fety. Close in shore on one side da n­ 
gerous reefs stretch, a consta nt mena ce 
to vessels if the a nchor does not hold. 
Into this ha rbor empties a na rrow a nd 
sha llow strea m ca lled the Rio Gra nde 
de Arecibo. Goods a re conveyed on this 
river to a nd from town in fla t bottomed 
boa ts with the a id of long poles a nd by 
dint of much pushing a nd pa ti^ce. At 
the ba r of the river everything ii a ga in 
tra usfeired to lighters a nd thence to 
vessels. It is a tedious a nd ex pensive 
process. However, Arecibo is quite a n 
importa nt port, a nd ha s tributa ry to it 
a la rge district of some 30,000 inha b­ 
ita nts. Tbe wa nt of good roa ds in the 
isla nd ma kes such a pla ce a s Arecibo 
fa r more importa nt tha n it would na tu­ 
ra lly be. 
Fa ja rdo, which w’a s sa id to ha ve been 
selected a s one of the la nding pla ces of 
the inva ding a rmy, is the principa l 
port on the ea st coa st of the isla nd. It 
ha s a popula tion of 8,779, a ccording to 
the la st officia l sta tistics (December, 
1887). The port is ha ndsome, with a 
third cla ss lighthouse a t the entra nce 
a t the {)oiut ca lled Ca beza s de 8a n 
J ua n, a nd a custom bouse open to uni­ 
versa l commerce. Tbe town is a bout 
na iles from the ba y. The only im­ 
porta nt industry of the district is the 
ma nufa cture of muscova do suga r, to 
which most of the pla nters devote them­ 
selves. Shooks, hickory hoops, pine 
boa rds a nd provisions come from the 
United Sta tes in considera ble qua nti­ 
ties. . Suga r a nd mola sses a re ex ported 
a nd occa siona lly tortoise shell. The 
clima te is tempera te a nd hea lthy. 
Na gua bo, on the ea st side, is a sma ll 
town of only a bout 2,000 inha bita nts, 
a nd in the ha rbor there is a nother 
sma ller pla ce ca lled Pla ya de Na gua bo, 
or Uca res, with a bout 1,500. The ca p­ 
ita l of the depa rtment, Huma ca o, is 
nine miles from Na gua bo a nd ha s 4,000 
inha bita nts, tbe 
district comprising 
more tha n 15,000. Arroyo, in the dis­ 
trict of Gna ya ma , the southea st portion 
of the isla nd, is a sma ll sea port of a bout 
1.200 inha bita nts. 
The a nnua l ex ports 
to the United Sta tes a vera ge 7,000 to 
10.000 hogshea ds of suga r, 2,000 to 
5.000 ca sks of mola sses a nd 50 to 150 
ca sks a nd ba rrels of ba y rum. The old­ 
est town on the isla nd is Aqua da , where 
Columbus la nded on his second voya ge, 
a nd where Ponce de Leon a lso stopped. 
It ha s 2,563 people. The cities a nd 
towns mentioned a bove a re the princi­ 
pa l sea ports of Porto Rico. In the in­ 
terior of the isla nd a re some nota ble 
communities. Aibiua to is a town of 
2.200 people, on the milita ry roa d be­ 
tween Sa n J ua n a nd Ponce. Apa sco is 
a nother interior town of some impor­ 
ta nce, with 4,000 people. Bya nmon is 
six miles interior from Sa n J ua n, with 
which it is connected by a ra ilroa d. It 
is one of the wea lthiest communities of 
Porto Rico, ha ving a popula tion of 
2,500. The town ha ll is a two story 
building, which is a n unu.sua l height 
for the isla nd. It is built of ma sonry. 
Ca ugua s is a town of 4,340 people, with 
telegra ph a nd postoifice connections. 
Ca rolina ha s 5,052 popula tion, being 
inla nd from Sa n J ua n a bout 20 miles. 
Like a ll other Porto Rica n towns of 
consequence, Ca rolina ha s its postoffice 
a nd telegra ph sta tion. Ca uey is a pla ce 
of 8,896 people. The division of ra ces 
a t this point is fa irly illustra tive of the 
whole isla nd. There a re 2,700 white 
people a nd 1,195 colored. Ca uey is one 
of the principa l points on the milita ry 
roa d, a bout 100 miles long, between 
Sa n J ua n a nd Ponce. Only six miles 
frm Ca uey is Cidra , with 2,400 people. 
Another town of this cla ss is Coma o, 
with 2,206 peopla Dora do is a town of 
8# 985 people, 4 3-^ miles from J a n J ua n 
on tbe ra ilroa d. Sa nta Isa bel, 16 miles 
inla nd from Ponce, ha s 3,200 inha bit­ 
a nts. Utua do, with 3,738 people, is one 
of the principa l towns in the northern 
pa rt of the isla nd. 
V'illu de la Vega 
Ba ja is a pla ce of 2,531 people on the 
ra ilroa d 33 miles from Sa n J ua n. The 
chief point of interest is a church, 
which is oouâ id^ed one of the finest in 
the isla nd« It ha s two towers of ha r­ 
monious conntruction, one conta ining 
the bell, the other the public clock. 
Opposite the church is a fine town ha ll

The Election Saturday Was Not as Satis­ 
factory as Council Desired, but the Dam- 
aced Streets Can Now Be Repaired With­ 
out Delay.

th e street vote carried shows that a sen 
tim en t against bonds exists in the city, 
W hile the hospital vote shows that a 
g reat many people believe

Council will arrange the preliminaries 
aa soon as possible, and the bonds will 
be sold to the highest bidder at the 
earliest possible date. The money will 
be used in repairing the streets dam­ 
aged by floods, and before the end of 
tile season the work will have been well 
done.

The Nxws Rsviaw for news. 


Of the 800,000 inhabitants of Porto 
Rico 200,000 live in cities. The indus­ 
tries of the island are almost entirely 
agricultural. But there are few farming 
localities of the United States corre­ 
sponding in dimensions to this island 
whioh can show such a collection of 
cities and towns. Porto Rico’s area is 
about equal to that of three average 
counties in Illinois, Missouri, Kansas 
or any other western state. Tot this 
territory, less than IOO miles in length 
and one-third that in width, has three 
cities of from 20,000 to 30,000 popula­ 
tion, a dozen above 5,000 and 15 or 20 
towns of 2,000 and over. A character­ 
istic of the Porto Ricans is to live in 
towns, villages and in plantation com­ 
munities rather than in scattered and 
isolated farmhouses. 
Much has been printed about San 
Juan de Porto Rico. 
People of the 
United States are fairly familiar by de­ 
scription with the Morro, the massive 
walls, the narrow city, built along a 
strip of sand running parallel to the 
mainland and separated from it by the 
bay. The capital of this new territory 
of the United States no longer seems 
foreign. 
With the other cities and 
towns there is less acquaintance. From 
consular sources the department of state 
has come into possession at interesting 
data about the more important popula­ 
tion centers besides San Juan. 
Ponce ranks as the second city of the 
island. By the data furnished from the 
department of state it is situated on the 
south coast of the island of Porto Rico, 
on a plain about two miles from the 
seaboard. It is regularly built, the cen­ 
tral part almost exclusively of brick 
houses and the suburbs of wood. It is 
the residence of the military command­ 
er and the seat of an official chamber 
of commerce. There is an appellate 
criminal court, besides other courts, 
two churches (one Protestant, said to 
be the only one in the Spanish West 
Indies), two hospitals besides the mili­ 
tary hospitals, a home of refuge for the 
old and poor, a perfectly equipped fire 
department, a bank, a theater, three 
first class hotels and gasworks. The 
city bas an ice machine, and there are 
115 vehicles for public conveyance. 
The inhabitants, who number about

inhabitants. The chief occupations of 
the people are the cultivation of sugar, 
cocoa, tobacco and oranges and the 
breeding of cattle.

(Playa), where all the import and ex­ 
port trade is transacted. 
Playa has

will hold vessels of 25 feet draft. The

The 
harbor is poor, being nothing more than 
an open roadstead exposed to the full 
force of the ocean, in which vessels dur­ 
ing northerly winds can hardly lie in 
safety. Close in shore on one side dan­ 
gerous reefs stretch, a constant menace 
to vessels if the anchor does not hold. 
Into this harbor empties a narrow anc! 
shallow stream called the Rio Grande 
de Arecibo. Goods are conveyed on this 
river to and from town in flat bottomed 
boats with the aid of long poles and by 
dint of much pushing and patience. At 
the bar of the river everything ie again 
transferred to lighters and thence to 
vessels. It is a tedious and expensive 
process. 
However, Arecibo is quite an 
important port, and has tributary to it 
a large district of some 30,000 inhab­ 
itants. The want bf good roads in the 
island makes such a place as Arecibo 
far more important than it would natu­ 
rally be. 
Fajardo, which was said to have been 
selected as one of the landing places of 
the invading army, is the principal 
port on the east coast of the island. 
It 
has a population of 8,779, according to 
the last official statistics (December, 
1887). 
The port is handsome, with a 
third class lighthouse at the entrance 
at the point called Cabezas de San 
Juan, and a custom house open to uni­ 
versal commerce. 
The town is about 
\% miles from the bay. 
The only im­ 
portant industry of the district is the 
manufacture of muscovado sugar, to 
which most of the planters devote them­ 
selves. Shooks, hickory hoops, pine 
boards and provisions come from the 
United States in considerable quanti­ 
ties. . Sugar and molasses are exported 
and occasionally tortoise shell. The 
climate is temperate and healthy. 
Naguabo, on the east side, is a small 
town of only about 2,000 inhabitants, 
and in the harbor there is another 
smaller place called Playa de Naguabo, 
or Ucares, with about 1,500. The cap­ 
ital of the department, Humacao, is 
nine miles from Naguabo and has 4, OOO 
inhabitants, the 
district comprising 
more than 15,000. Arroyo, in the dis­ 
trict of Guayama, the southeast portion 
of the island, is a small seaport of about 
1.200 inhabitants. 
The annual exports 
to the United States average 7,000 to 
10.000 hogsheads of sugar, 2,000 to 
5.000 casks of molasses and 50 to 150 
casks and barrels of bay rum. The old­ 
est town on the island is Aquada, where 
Columbus landed on his second voyage, 
and where Ponce de Leon also stopped. 
It has 2,563 people. 
The cities and 
towns mentioned above are the princi­ 
pal seaports of Porto Rico. 
In the in­ 
terior of the island are some notable 
communities. Aibinato is a town of 
2.200 people, on the military road be­ 
tween San Juan and Ponce. Apasco is 
another interior town of some impor­ 
tance, with 4,000 people. 
Byanmon is 
six miles interior from San Juan, with 
which it is connected by a railroad. It 
is one of the wealthiest communities of 
Porto Rico, having a population of 
2,500. The town hall is a two story 
building, which is an unusual height 
for the island. It is built of masonry. 
Canguas is a town of 4,340 people, with 
telegraph and postoffice connections. 
Carolina has 5,052 population, being 
inland from San Juan about 20 miles. 
Like all other Porto Rican towns of 
consequence, Carolina has its postoffice 
and telegraph station. Caney is a place 
of 3,895 people. 
The division of races 
at this point is fairly illustrative of the 
whole island. 
There are 2,700 white 
people and 1,195 colored. Cauey is one 
of the principal points on the military 
road, about IOO miles long, between 
San Juan and Ponce. 
Only six miles 
frm Cauey is Cidra, with 2,400 people. 
Another town of this class is Comao, 
with 2,206 people. Dorado is a town of 
8,985 people, 4% miles from Jan Juan 
on the railroad. 
Santa Isabel, 16 miles 
inland from Ponce, has 3,200 inhabit­ 
ants. Utuado, with 3,738 people, is one 
of the principal towns in the northern 
part of the island. 
Villa de la Vega 
Baja is a place of 2,631 people on the 
railroad 23 miles from San Juan. 
The 
chief point of interest is a church, 
which is considered one of the finest in 
the island. It bas two towers of har­ 
monious construction, one containing 
the bell, the other the public clock. 
Opposite the church is a fine town hall

schools. In the absorption of Porto Rico 
the United States will acquire some in­ 
teresting architecture. 
At Guayama, a 
Porto Rican town of 1^400 people, is 
an imposing church, considered one of 
the finest on the island. 
Humacao is a 
place of 5,765 population. 
It is over 
IOO years old and has a very beautiful 
public square. The barracks aud hospi­ 
tal are handsome buildings of masonry. 
San German is a city of 8,000 popula­ 
tion. 
lf there is an impression in this 
country that the United States is occu­ 
pying in Porto Rico semicivilized com­ 
munities, it is likely to be dispelled by 
the fact that a Porto Rican city of the 
size of San German contains three fine 
markets, a charity hospital, a seminary, 
good school buildings, a theater, club­ 
houses and so on. San German was 
founded in 1511.—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

Professor Aegidi, who was for many 
years the chief of the press bureau, un­ 
der Prince Bismarck, has published the 
following reminiscence of Prince Bis­ 
marck and the czar, Alexander II: “ Be­ 
fore the outbreak of the Franco-German 
war the czar was with King W illiam 
at Ems. 
They were together one even­ 
ing, and Prince Bismarck was standing 
at the other end of the room anxiously 
watching the czar, whose more or less 
friendly attitude toward Prussia’s poli­ 
cy was a matter of very great impor­ 
tance. 
“ Suddenly the czar’s big dog, which

'‘hair, rose, prowled about the room, 
stopped before Prince Bismarck, looked 
at him, gagged its tail affectionately 
and licked the hand he held out toward 
it. 
The czar,, who had attentively 
watched its movements, called but to 
Prince Bismarck at this moment, ’You 
see,

his 
master’s 
friends.’ ” 
Prince Bismarck, who told Aegidi 
this story, added: “ I felt relieved. That 
was a historical moment for our poli­ 
cy. ’’— Berlin Tor London Standard.

thought of himself as the ruler as well 
as the creator of all things. 
“ This great lesson men and nations 
are to learn. All are finally answerable 
to GFod for the nse and disposition of the 
things which He has giv en for our good. 
A nation can no more succeed in main­ 
taining 
itself, 
when 
cut 
loose 
from 
God 
and 
His 
laws, 
than the 
plant or flower can grow 
into beauty and fragrance when shot 
out from the light and infloence of the 
same. 
“ God is, and alway s will be, as im­ 
portant a factor in the history and suc­ 
cess of nations, as well as indiv iduals. 
The destiny of this nation, as well as 
others of our day , hangs on obedience to 
God’s law as well as did that of Israel in 
the day s of the past. God must not be 
left out of the affairs of life. Human 
peace and prosperity finds its origin in 
Him, and they who, with care, observ e 
His law and authority , hav e the assor 
ance of strength, perpetuity and div ine 
protection. 
“ A nation’s security , dey elopment 
and honor rests upon its recognition of 
God’s claim upon it, and its pnrp<« e 
and aim must be to meet that claim. 
The thing of hope and promise in all onr 
past history as a nation, and the hope 
and inspiration of the present, is onr 
constant endeav or to know and do the 
will of God. 
“ It may he that armies and nav ies 
mean much; bnt the presence and rec­ 
ognition of God means more, and so in 
these past day s of tnmnlt and war we 
hav e 
been 
strengthened 
with the 
thought that God is with us, for our 
cause is just. 
“ We hav e a right to be thankful that 
a man of failh as well as courage is at 
the helm. We believ e Major McKinley 
in all of his administrativ e acts in these 
perilous times has not only giv en him­ 
self to thought and study , but to 
dev otion and pray er to God; that lov e 
for humanity as well as justice; that 
ueep sy mpathy for all on land and sea; 
that earnest solicitude for the comfort 
and welfare of the brav e and struggling 
ones in both the armies and nav ies was 
the spirit of a pray erful man ; was the 
ex pression of one whose heart God had 
mov ed. Let us not forget to be thank­ 
ful to God for such a man at the head of 
onr nation as Major McKinley has 
prov ed himself to be in this onr nation’s 
time of need. 
“ The question now confronting us is 
no longer the question of a possible v ic­ 
tory . This our army and nav y hav e set­ 
tled. 
A month ago we were waiting 
their answer to onr trust in them. 
From the land and sea they are now 
coming back to ns with the question an­ 
swered. They come bringing no disap* 
pointment. They hav e won the v ictory , 
and they are now asking of those in au­ 
thority what will y ou do with it. 
This 
Is the question of the hour. 
Let us 
hope and pray that our president with, 
bis cabiuet and commissioners, shall 
answer this as well as the army and 
nav y hav e answered the trust reposed in 
them. 
“ This question can not be answered 
without considering another, v iz., onr 
needs. 
Do we need more territory ? 
More land to dev elop and protect ? Our 
present 
undev eloped possessions in 
twelv e western states is answer to this. 
In these twelv e states alone 
hav e 
834 ,300,86 0 acres of uncultiv ated and 
undev eloped territory , this includes an 
area of 1.834 ,7 6 1 square miles. There is 
still room for many millions more for 
the sons and daughters of honest toil in 
onr borders. Let us nse as well as rule 
what we now hav e before we reach out 
for more. 
“ We must now rev eal to the world 
what we hav e professed to hav e, a 
high and broad civ ilization. 
We must 
now account to the nations of the world 
for the profession we hav e made; both 
man and God are interested. 


“ What follows onr p resent v ictory 
mu st not b e a thing of accident or chance. 
What we hav e p rofessed mu st b e now 
cry stalized into fact. Ou r p ast words 
will now b e made meaningless if wise 
and nob le p lans and deeds do not follow. 
As tru ly as these p oints determine a 
circle so ju stice, righteou sness and honor 
i 
mu st characterize ou r p resent settlement 
of p eace. There can b e no p eace with­ 
ou t this. 
“ My last thought is if these islands 
of 
the 
sea 
are 
to 
be 
bl^ ed 
with 
a 
higher 
and 
new 
civ ili­ 
zation, that 
thing 
must 
come 
to 
pass which onr president now demands, 
the immediate withdrawal of Spanish 
authority and forces. If there is to be a 
new civ ilization then there must be the 
establishment of both the new rule and 
the new ruler. It is right and enough 
for one man, onr president, to dictate 
what shall be done; it was wise and 
thoughtful to choose a commission to 
order how the thing dictated shall be 
done. 
“ Let us thank God that so many of 
onr brav e boy s are soon to return to the 
peaceful walks of life. Let us not look 
in the grav es of those who shall not re­ 
turn, nor upon the blood-stained field, 
for the answer of why these lov ed ones 
hav e been sacrificed.

Of the 
more than 1,000 streams upon th« island 
6 0 are nav igable, and many of them 
could be ^utilized to furnish power, 
which is an important consideration, 
since all the coal used must be brought 
from the United States, and all the 
chief towns are connected by railway , 
though communication with the in­ 
terior is only possible by ox teams. 
Such, in brief, are the essential con­ 
ditions attending the question of cotton 
growing on the island. Thus far the 
industry has not been tried there, but 
there would seem to 1^ no reasons of 
an economic character why it should 
not thriv e. But the question, after all, 
is not whether cotton making would 
pay in Porto Rico, bnt whether it wonld 
pay better than any thing else . in that 
region, and better than in the south.

Rev. Clifts. F. Swift preached a power 
fol sermon on peace to his congrega­ 
tion at the Methodist Protestant church 
yesterday. He took as his text, Leviticus 
xxvi, 6, "And I will give peaoe in the 
land, and ye shall lie down, and none 
shall make yon afraid.” He said: 
"All of God’s dealings with the 
children of Israel, from Abraham to the 
time of Christ, carried with it the 
thought of himself as the ruler as well 
as the creator of all things. 
"This great lesson men and nations 
are to learn. All are finally answerable 
to God for the use and disposition of the 
things which He has given for oar good. 
A nation can no more succeed in main 
taining 
itself, 
when 
cat 
loose 
from 
God 
and 
His 
laws, 
than the plant or flower can grow 
into beauty and fragrance when shot 
out from the light and influence of the 
same. 
'God is, and always will be, as im 
portant a factor in the history and sac 
cess of nations, as well as individuals. 
The destiny of this nation, as well as 
others of our day, hangs on obedience to 
God’s law as well as did that of Israel in 
toe days of the past. God must not be 
left out of the affairs of life. Human 
peace and prosperity finds its origin in 
Him, and they who, tfith care, observe 
His law and authority, have the assnr 
ance of strength, perpetuity and divine 
protection. 
A nation’s security, development 
and honor rests upon its recognition of 
God’s claim upon it, and its purpose 
and aim must be to meet that claim. 
The thing of hope and promise in all our 
past history as a nation, and the hope 
and inspiration of the present, is our 
constant endeavor to know and do the 
will of God. 
It may be that armies and navies 
mean much; but the presence and rec­ 
ognition of God means more, and so in 
these past days of tumult and war we 
have 
been 
strengthened 
with the 
thought that God is with us, for our 
cause is just. 
"We have a right to be thankful that 
a man of faith as well as courage is at 
the helm. We believe Major McKinley 
in all of bis administrative acts in these 
perilous times has not only given him­ 
self to thought and study, but to 
devotion and praver to God; that love 
for humanity as well as justice; that 
deep sympathy for all on land and sea; 
that earnest solicitude for the comfort 
and welfare of the brave and struggling 
ones in both the armies and navies was 
the spirit of a prayerful man ; was the 
expression of one whose heart God had 
moved. Let us not forget to be thank­ 
ful to God for suoh a man at the head of 
our nation as Major McKinley has 
proved himself to be in this oar nation’s 
time of need. 
The question now confronting us is 
no longer the question of a possible vie,- 
tory. This our army and navy have set­ 
tled. A month ago we were waiting 
their answer to our trust in them. 
From the land and sea they are now 
coming back to us with the question an­ 
swered.

W hat we have professed most be now 
crystalized into fact. 
O ar past words 
will now be made meaningless if wise 
and noble plans and deeds do not follow. 
As truly as these points determ ine a 
circle so justice, righteousness and honor 
m ust characterize our present settlem ent 
of peace. 
There can be no peace w ith­ 
out this. 
"My last thought is if these islands 
of 
the 
sea 
are 
to 
be 
blessed 
with 
a 
higher 
and 
new 
civili 
zation, that thing 
must 
come to 
pass which our president now demands 
the immediate withdrawal of Spanish 
authority and forces. If there is to be a 
new civilization then there must be the 
establishment of both the new rule aud 
the new ruler. It is right and enough 
for one man, our president, to dictate 
what shall be done; it was wise and 
thoughtful to choose a commission to 
order how the thing dictated shall be 
done. 
"Let us thank God that so many of 
our brave boys are soon to return to the 
peaceful walks of life. Let us not look 
in the graves of those who shall not re­ 
turn, nor upon the blood-stained field, 
for the answer of why these loved ones 
have been sacrificed. But let as look 
calmly ap into the face of God, who has 
promised in his own good time to reveal 
the meaning of all these things to us.”

COTTON IN PORTO RICO. 


B e 
Both Soil and C lim ate A re Said to 
W ell Adapted For Its G rowth. 
New England, having learned by 
southern competition that the trend of 
the cotton spinning industry is toward 
the cotton fields is anxious '*t» apply 
her somewhat costly knowledgs in the 
new territory to be thrown open by 
American arms, as is shown by a letter 
respecting the cotton growing capacity 
of Porto Rico received from a New 
England firm by the Philadelphia Com- 
mercial museum recently. In response 
the museum’s bureau of information 
bas set forth some facts which will be 
found to have a timely and special in­ 
terest, especially to the textile world, 
and which deserve to be summarized 
for the general public as well. 
It appears that Poi to Rico is well 
adapted by soil and climate not only 
for the growing of cotton, but for the 
manufacture of cotton fabrics as well, 
though for the growth of the plant it 
will be necessary to engage native labor 
or to secure help from Caba. Of the 
more than I, OOO streams upon the island 
60 are navigable, and many of them 
could be ,utilized to furnish power, 
which is an important consideration, 
since all the coal used must be brought 
from the United States, and all the 
chief towns are connected by railway, 
though communication with the in­ 
terior is only possible by ox teams. 
Such, in brief, are the essential con­ 
ditions attending the question of cotton 
growing on the island. Thus far the 
industry has not been tried there, but 
there would seem to be no reasons of 
an economic character why it should 
not thrive. But the question, after all, 
is not whether cotton making would 
pay in Porto Rico, but whether it would 
pay better than anything else in that 
region, and better than in the south. 
he only way to get a conclusive an­ 
swer to the question would be by the 
test of actual experiment—Philadel­ 
phia Record.

The New \ork Tribune’s correspond­ 
ent at Santiago, w riting under the date 
of Ju ly 32 about the three factors iu 
Cuba, says: 


So great has been the change of feel­ 
ing in Santiago that it almost seems#s 
if the Spaniards and not the Cubans 
had been the allies of the United States 
in the recent campaign around this city. 
W h ile 
the 
utmost friendlines? has 
marked the relations w ith the conquer­ 
ed army, the sentiment against Che in ­ 
surgents has, to say the least, not abat­ 
ed. 
Several acts have tended to widen 
the breach that followed the interview 
a little over a week ago between Gen­ 
eral G arcia and the two generals— Cas­ 
tillo on one side and General Shafter on 
the other. 
At that time the American 
commander in chief made it clear that 
in pursuance of the humane niotive.s 
w ith which the United States had en­ 
tered on the war, the people of Santiago 
should be fu lly protected in life and 
property. The Cuban idea had apparent­ 
ly been that the capture of the city wa.s 
merely an incident in the Three Years’ 
w ar; that the insnrgents had taken it 
and should hold it, and that they should 
exercise m ilitary jurisdiction over the 
inhabitants and their goods. 
General Shafter was brusque in dis­ 
abusing the minds of his callers of all 
such ideas. He told them that Santiago 
was to be safeguarded just as any other 
city over w hich the stars and stripes 
floated. 
No property w’as to be taken, 
and, furthermore, the 80 head of cattle 
seized from refugees by Cubang had to 
be returned; if that was impossible, 
their equivalent had to be rendered. The 
insurgent generals departed in no pleas­ 
ed frame of mind and refused to take 
any part in the ceremonies attending 
the surrender. It is true that the preju­ 
dice against the Cubans in the arm y 
here is due chiefly to a belief that they 
were utterly useless for any purpose ex­ 
cept to draw rations. Bu t the adm inis­ 
trative differences, of course, rest on 
other considerations. 
G arcia has taken 
bis arm y westward, but individual act.s 
of oppression by Cubans continue. Com­ 
plaints reach the governor’s palace of 
depredations by them, such as the tak­ 
ing of goods and even the open seizure 
of a horse. 
O f course the Am ericans w ill perm it 
nothing of the kind. 
Every effort w ill 
be made to punish such offenders, and 
their detection is certain to heap fuel 
on the flames of Cuban discontent. 
On 
the other baud, the treatment of the 
Spaniards has been such as to w in their 
increased gratitude. Considerable liber­ 
ty is allowed to the officers, although 
the troops are kept in camp outside the 
city. 
Food has been supplied in suffi­ 
cient quantities, and care has been taken 
to avoid wounding their sensibilities in 
every way. 
Then, too, the firmness in repressing 
a ll forms of lawlessness in the city has 
won the adm iration of Spanish adher­ 
ents, especially as it has been directed 
largely against the Cubans. 
O f course 
the disgust of the Cubans w ith their 
allies has not escaped the observation 
of intelligent Spaniards. 
Nor is it 
strange that the Spaniards’ delight at it 
is unbounded. 
This putting their old 
tim e enemies in the background has 
warmed them more and more toward 
the United States authorities, and the 
fraternizing is remarkable when it is 
remembered how few are the days since 
the two armies were exchanging shrap­ 
nel and rifle bullets. 
A curious evi­ 
dence and outcome of this friendshr 
were given a day or two ago, wh 
news was received of an encounter 
m iles from here between some Span­ 
iards and Cubans, in which the former 
were victors. 
About every American 
who heard of this expressed his satis­ 
faction and took occasion to tell how 
low was his opinion of the Cubans as 
soldiers. 
A ll this is local and momentary in 
one aspect, in another it is farreaching 
as affecting the relations between ths 
United States and Cuba now the w ar is 
ended. 
The occupation of further ter­ 
rito ry on the island by United States 
troops w ill doubtless lead to sim ilar 
complications. 
C ertainly the Cubans 
have learned w ar in a bitter school. 
Fo r long decades the score of Spanish 
wrongs has been mounting up. 
Both 
the Ten Years’ w ar and that which be­ 
gan in 1895 were marked by pillage, 
cruelty and murder on the part of the 
Spaniards. 
Reprisals in kind were in­ 
evitable, e.specially as the Cuban nature 
is not radically different from that of 
the parent race. 
The insurgents have 
many grievous instances of barbarity 
for which they think reparation is dne 
ïhem. 
That they should wish to help them­ 
selves to the goods of their enemies in 
Santiago is not to be wonder«! at. Sim ­ 
ila r circumstances w ill bring sim ilar 


as Cuba, w ith its agricultural, commer­ 
cial and geographical differences, it is 
not safe to depend too much on so par­ 


tial a view as can be had here. 
In a 
measure, however, the occurrences in 
Santiago most furnish a basis for study­ 
ing the entire situation. 
It may be taken for granted that w ith 
Spain elim inated, the present Cuban 
m ilitary leaders w ill occupy correspond 
ing influence in civic affairs. Such re­ 
ward for their services w ill be iuevita- 
ble. Yet their very prominence w ill add 
difficulties to the dealings ot the United 
States w ith the new republic. They are 
most fam iliar w ith Spanish atrotuties. 
M any have suff ered from it in their own 
fam ilies, and they w ill find it hard to 
treat w ith any consideration the inhab­ 
itants who held aloof from their cause 
or gave active support to the other side. 
Something of what was intended in 
Santiago w ill be planned in Havana 
and Matuuzas. It w ill hardly be possi­ 
ble for the Cuban nature to forget at 
ouce the rancor engendered by years of 
oppression and warfare. Stern measures 
against those who did not lend a hand 
to the insurgent cause in its hour of 
need are certain to be attempted. 
Of course the United States w ill in 
the occupation of other Cuban cities 
pursue exactly the policy that?4^, has in 
Santiago. 
In a w ar begun for hvainaue 
reasons certainly no looting of property 
w ill be permitted. Follow ing tffis line, 
guarantees w ill be required that w’hen 
peace is finally declared Spanish sym­ 
pathizers w ill be permitted to enjoy 
the undisturbed pursuit of their ca ll­ 
ings and the possession of their goods. 
That the new ly constituted authorities 
w ill make due promises is likely enough. 
That these w ill in every case be kept is 
less probable. 
Some form of m ilitary 
protectorate seems inevitable for a time 
at least. 


The subject of annexation to the 
United States crops up continually iu 
conversation w ith the more intelligent 
classes in Santiago. 
Even many far­ 
sighted Cubans regard it as desirable 
and inevitable. N atu rally the m ilitary 
heroes of the insurgents in the flush of 
success w ill want nothing of the kind. 
They w ill wish to reap some reward for 
their labors, and the desire to see Cuba 
a nation as the result of their suffering 
and fighting is only natural. 
B u t the 
commercial classes here seem to favor 
statehood in the Union. M any men are 
outspoken. 
They have had unpleasant 
experiences w ith the Spanish soldiery. 
W ealthy merchants raised a large loan 
to give the garrison its overdue pay. 
Nearly a ll the money stuck to the 
fingers of the officers. A few nights be­ 
fore the end of the siege warehouses 
and shops were looted 
by soldiers. 
SpauiiSb m aladm inistration is fam iliar 
here, 
but the business interests fear 
that under an 
independent republic 
they w ill suffer even more. 
The course of General Shafter in pre­ 
serving order has greatly increased the 
feeling in favor of annexation. The city 
is as safe as it ever was or safer. 
M u­ 
nicipal authority has been continued in 
■the old hands notwithstanding Cuban 
protest. W hat seems like pursuing this 
principal to an illogical degree is the 
continuance of the old Spanish tariff, so 
that flour brought here from the United 
States must pay a duty of $4.30 for a 
sack of 300 pounds. 
However, this is 
only temporary, but the effort to dis­ 
turb previous conditions as little as pos­ 
sible has raised feelings of the greatest 
friendliness to the United States. 
In 
case of a plebiscite annexation is certain 
to have its most influential adherents 
in the business men who regard the 
great republic as more likely to give a 
stable government than independence 
could assure. 
This is w ritten from the point of view 
of an observer here. 
Senator Proctor 
and other eminent authorities have 
every confidence in the ab ility of the 
Cubans for self government. 
Undoubt­ 
edly the prejudice among arm y officers* 
Here against the insurgents on account 
of their lack of usefulness in the cam­ 
paign now closed has led to some exag­ 
gerated notions about the nature of Cu­ 
bans iu general. Bu t it is impossible not 
to see that the Caban question, or 
rather questions, w ill be troublesome in 
the politics of the United States for a 
long tim e to come.

THREE FACTORS IN CUBA 


Spaniards and Cubans In Their 
Relations to America. 


DIEFIOULTIES TO BE DEALT WITH. 


Increasing Friend I intuit of the Conquered 
People to the United States—Chagrin 
of the Disappointed Insurgent Allies. 
Many Farsighted Cobaas Regard An- 
aeration as Desirable and Inevitable. 
The New York Tribune’s correspond­ 
ent at Santiago, writing under the date 
of July 22 about the three factors iii 
Cuba, says: 
So great has been the change of feel­ 
ing in Santiago that it almost seems,as 
if the Spaniards and not the Cubans 
had been the allies of the United States 
in the recent campaign around this city. 
While 
the 
utmost friendliness has 
marked the relations with the conquer­ 
ed army, the sentiment against Che in­ 
surgents has, to say the least, not abat­ 
ed. Several acts have tended to widen 
the breach that followed the interview 
a little over a week ago between Gen­ 
eral Garcia and the two generals—Cas­ 
tillo on one side and General Shafter on 
the other. At that time the American 
commander in chief made it clear that 
in pursuance of the humane motives 
w ith which the United States had en­ 
tered on the war, the people of Santiago 
should be fully protected in life and 
property. The Cuban idea had apparent­ 
ly been that the capture of the city was 
merely an incident in the Three Years’ 
w ar; that the insurgents had taken it 
and should hold it, and that they should 
exercise m ilitary jurisdiction over the 
inhabitants and their goods. 
General Shafter was brusque in dis­ 
abusing the minds of his callers of all 
suoh ideas. He told them that Santiago 
was to be safeguarded just as any other 
city over which the stars and stripes 
floated. No property was to be taken, 
and, furthermore, the 30 head of cattle 
seized from refugees by Cubans had to 
be returned; if that was impossible, 
their equivalent had to be rendered. The 
insurgent generals departed in no pleas­ 
ed frame of mind and refused to take 
any part in the ceremonies attending 
the surrender. It is true that the preju­ 
dice against the Cubans in the army 
here is due chiefly to a belief that they 
were utterly useless for any purpose ex­ 
cept to draw rations. But the adminis­ 
trative differences, of course, rest on 
other considerations. 
Garcia has taken 
his army westward, but individual acts 
of oppression by Cabans continue. Com­ 
plaints reach the governor’s palace of 
depredations by them, such as the tak­ 
ing of goods aud even the open seizure 
of a horse. 
Of course the Americans will permit 
nothing of the kind. Every effort will 
be made to punish such offenders, and 
their detection is certain to heap fuel 
on the flames of Cuban discontent. On 
the other band, the treatment of the 
Spaniards has been such as to win their 
increased gratitude. Considerable liber­ 
ty is allowed to the officers, although 
the troops are kept in camp outside the 
city. Food has been supplied in suffi­ 
cient quantities, and care has been taken 
to avoid wounding their sensibilities in 
every way. 
Then, too, the firmness in repressing 
all forms of lawlessness in the city has 
won the admiration of Spanish adher­ 
ents, especially as it has been directed 
largely against the Cubans. Of course 
the disgust of the Cabans with their 
allies has not escaped the observation 
of intelligent Spaniards. 
Nor is it 
strange that the Spaniards’ delight at it 
is unbounded. 
This putting their old 
time enemies in the background has 
warmed them more and more toward 
the United States authorities, and the 
fraternizing is remarkable when it is 
remembered how few’ are the days since 
the two armies were exchanging shrap­ 
nel and rifle bullets. A curious evi­ 
dence and outcome of this friends!)) 
were given a day or two ago, wb 
news was received of an encounter •* 
miles from here between some Span­ 
iards and Cubans, in which the former 
were victors. 
About every American 
who heard of this expressed his satis­ 
faction and took occasion to tell how 
low was his opinion of the Cubans as 
soldiers. 
All this is local and momentary in 
one aspect, in another it is farreaching 
aa affecting the relations between th# 
United States and Cuba now the war is 
ended. The occupation of further ter­ 
ritory on the island by United States 
troops w ill doubtless lead to similar 
complications. 
Certainly the Cubans 
have learned war in a bitter school. 
For long decades the score of Spanish 
wrongs has been mounting up. 
Both 
the Ten Years’ war and that which be­ 
gan in 1895 were marked by pillage, 
cruelty and murder on the part of the 
Spaniards. Reprisals in kind were in­ 
evitable, especially as the Cuban nature 
is not radically different from that of 
the parent race. The insurgents have 
many grievous instances of barbarity 
for which they think reparation is due 
them. 
That they should wish to help them­ 
selves to the goods of their enemies in 
Santiago is not to be wondered at. Sim­ 
ilar circumstances will bring similar 


demands. Under present conditions the 
immediate outcome of all such desires 
for pillaging will be simple. The strong 
hand of the United States will prevent 
anything of the kind. Yet this will be 
a source of ill feeling between the allies 
which cannot fail to be a factor in the 
problem of a permanent government for 
the island. Of course no absolute con­ 
clusions about the entire island should 
be drawn from the experiences in a part 
of a single province. In so large a land 
as Cuba, with its agricultural, commer­ 
cial and geographical differences, it is 
not safe to depend too much on so par­ 
tial a view as can be had here. 
In a 
measure, however, the occurrences in 
Santiago must furnish a basis for study­ 
ing the entire situation. 
It may be taken for granted that with 
Spain eliminated, the present Cuban 
m ilitary leaders will occupy correspond­ 
ing influence in civic affairs. Such re­ 
ward for their services will be inevita­ 
ble. Yet their very prominence will add 
difficulties to the dealings of the United 
States with the new republic. They are 
most familiar with Spanish atrocities. 
Many have suffered from it in their own 
families, and they will find it hard to 
treat with any consideration the inhab­ 
itants who held aloof from their cause 
or gave active support to the other side. 
Something of what was intended in 
Santiago will be planned in Havana 
and Matanzas. It will hardly be possi­ 
ble for the Cuban nature to forget at 
once the rancor engendered by years of 
oppression and warfare. Stern measures 
against those who did not lend a hand 
to the insurgent cause in its hour of 
need are certain to be attempted. 
Of coarse the United States w ill in 
the occupation of other Cuban cities 
pursue exactly the policy thafc$t has iii 
Santiago. In a war begun for humane 
reasons certainly no looting of property 
will be permitted. Following tffis line, 
guarantees will be required that when 
peace is finally declared Spanish sym­ 
pathizers will be permitted to enjoy 
the undisturbed pursuit of their call­ 
ings aud the possession of their goods. 
That the newly constituted authorities 
will make due promises is likely enough. 
That these will in every case be kept is 
less probable. 
Some form of m ilitary 
protectorate seems inevitable for a time 
at least. 
The subject of annexation to the 
United States crops up continually in 
conversation with the more intelligent 
classes in Santiago. 
Even many far­

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Increasing Friend linen* of the Conquered 
People to the United States—Chagrin 
of the l viMappointed Insurgent. Allies. 
Many Farsighted Cubans Regard An- 
neistion as l'esirable aud Inevitable. 
The New York Tribune's correspond­ 
ent at Santiago, writing under the date 
of July 22 about the three factors iii 
Cuba, says: 
So great has been the change of feel­ 
ing in Santiago that it almost seems «s 
if the Spaniards and not the Cubans 
had been the allies of the United States 
in the recent campaign around this city. 
While 
the 
utmost friendliness has 
marked the relations with the conquer­ 
ed army, the sentiment against Che in­ 
surgents has, to say the least, not abat­ 
ed. Several acts have tended to widen 
the breach that followed the interview’ 
a little over a week ago between Gen­ 
eral Garcia and the two generals—Cas­ 
tillo on one side and General Shafter on 
the other. At that time the American 
commander in chief made it clear that 
in pursuance of the humane motives 
with which the United States had en­ 
tered on the war, the people of Santiago 
should be fully protected in life aud 
property. The Cuban idea had apparent­ 
ly been that the capture of the city was 
merely an incident in the Three Years1 
w ar; that the insurgents had taken it 
and should hold it, and that they should 
exercise military jurisdiction over the 
inhabitants and their goods. 
General Shafter was brusque in dis 
abusing the minds of his callers of all 
such ideas. He told them that Santiago 
was to be safeguarded just as any other 
city over which the stars and stripes 
floated. No property was to be taken, 
and, furthermore, the 80 head of cattle 
seized from refugees by Cubans had to 
be returned; if that was impossible, 
their equivalent had to be rendered. The 
insurgent generals departed in no pleas 
ed frame of mind and refused to take 
any part in the ceremonies attending 
the surrender. It is true that the preju­ 
dice against the Cubans in the army 
here is due chiefly to a belief that they 
were utterly useless for any purpose ex­ 
cept to draw rations. But the adminis­ 
trative differences, of course, rest on 
other considerations. Garcia has taken 
his army westward, but individual acts 
of oppression by Cu bans continue. Coin - 
plaints reach the governor’s palace of 
depredations by them, such as the tak­ 
ing of goods and even the open seizure 
of a horse. 
Of course the Americans will permit 
nothing of the kind. Every effort will 
be made to punish such offenders, and 
their detection is certain to heap fuel 
on the flames of Cuban discontent. On 
the other hand, the treatment of the 
Spaniards has been such as to win their 
increased gratitude. Considerable liber­ 
ty is allowed to the officers, although 
the troops are kept in camp outside the 
city. Food has been supplied in suffi­ 
cient quantities, and care has been taken 
to avoid wounding their sensibilities in 
every way. 
Then, too, the firmness in repressing 
all forms of lawlessness in the city has 
won the admiration of Spanish adher­ 
ents, especially as it has been directed 
largely against the Cubans. Of course 
the disgust of the Cubans with their 
allies has not escaped the observation 
of intelligent Spaniards. 
Nor is it 
strange that the Spaniards’ delight at it 
is unbounded. This putting their old 
time enemies in the background has 
warmed them more and more toward 
the United States authorities, and the 
fraternizing is remarkable when it is 
remembered how few are the days since 
the two armies were exchanging shrap­ 
nel and rifle bullets. A curious evi­ 
dence and outcome of this friendsbr 
were given a day or two ago, wb 
news was received of an encounter -* 
miles from here between some Span­ 
iards and Cubans, in which the former 
were victors. About every American 
who heard of this expressed his satis­ 
faction and took occasion to tell how 
ow was his opinion of the Cubans as 
soldiers. 
All this is local and momentary in 
one aspect, in another it is farreaching 
as affecting the relations between the 
United States and Cuba now the war is 
ended. The occupation of further ter­ 
ritory on the island by United States 
troops will doubtless lead to similar 
complications. 
Certainly the Cubans 
lave learned war in a bitter school. 
or long decades the score of Spanish 
wrongs bas been mounting up. 
Both 
the Ten Years’ war and that which be­ 
gan in 1895 were marked by pillage, 
cruelty aud murder on the part of the 
Spaniards. Reprisals in kind were in­ 
evitable, especially as the Cuban nature 
is not radically different from that of 
the parent race. The insurgents have 
many grievous instances of barbaric 
for which they think reparation is due 
aem. 
That they should wish to help them­ 
selves to the goods of their enemies in 
Santiago is not to be wondered at. Sim­ 
ilar circumstances will bring similar 


demands. Under present conditions the I 
immediate outcome of all such desires f 
for pillaging will be simple. The strong 
hand of the United States will prevent 
anything of the kind. Yet this will be 
a source of ill feeling between the allies 
which cannot fail to be a factor in the 
problem of a permanent government for 
the island. Of course no absolute con­ 
clusions about the entire island should 
be drawn from the experiences in a part 
of a single province. In so large a land 
as Cuba, with its agricultural, commer­ 
cial and geographical differences, it is 
not safe to depend too much on so par­ 
tial a view as can be had here. 
In a 
measure, however, the occurrences in 
Santiago must furnish a basis for study­ 
ing the entire situation. 
It may be taken for granted that with j 
Spain eliminated, the present Cuban 11 
military leaders will occupy correspond­ 
ing influence in civic affairs. Such re­ 
ward for their services will be inevita­ 
ble. Yet their very prominence will add 
difficulties to the dealings of the United 
States with the new republic. They are 
most familiar with Spanish atrocities. 
Many have suffered from it in their own 
families, and they will And it hard to 
treat with any consideration the inhab­ 
itants who held aloof from their cause 
or gave active support to the other side. 
Something of what was intended in 
Santiago will be planned in Havana 
and Matanzas. It will hardly be possi­ 
ble for the Cuban nature to forget at 
once the rancor engendered by years of 
oppression aud warfare. Stern measures 
against those who did not lend a hand 
to the insurgent cause in its hour of 
need are certain to be attempted. 
Of course the United States will in 
the occupation of other Cuban cities 
pursue exactly the policy thafc$$ has iii 
Santiago. In a war begun for hviniane 
reasons certainly no looting of property 
will be permitted. Following tTfis line, 
guarantees will be required that when 
peace is finally declared Spanish sym­ 
pathizers will be permitted to enjoy 
the undisturbed pursuit of their call­ 
ings and the possession of their goods. 
That the newly constituted authorities 
will make due promises is likely enough. 
That these will in every case be kept is 
less probable. Some form of military 
protectorate seems inevitable for a time 
at least. 
The subject of annexation to the 
United States crops up continually in 
conversation with the more intelligent 
classes in Santiago. Even many far­ 
sighted Cubans regard it as desirable 
and inevitable. Naturally the military 
heroes of the insurgents in the flush of 
success will want nothing of the kind. 
They will wish to reap some reward for 
their labors, and the desire to see Cuba 
a nation as the result of their suffering 
and fighting is only natural. 
But the 
commercial classes here seem to favor 
statehood in the Union. Many men are 
outspoken. They have had unpleasant 
experiences with the Spanish soldiery. 
Wealthy merchants raised a large loan 
to give the garrison its overdue pay. 
Nearly all the money stuck to the 
fingers of the officers. A few nights be­ 
fore the end of the siege warehouses 
and shops were looted by soldiers. 
Spanish maladministration is familiar 
here, but the business interests fear 
that under an independent republic 
they will suffer even more. 
The course of General Shafter in pre­ 
serving order has greatly increased the 
feeling in favor of annexation. The city 
is as safe as it ever was or safer. Mu­ 
nicipal authority has been continued in 
the old hands notwithstanding Cnban 
protest. What seems like pursuing this 
principal to an illogical degree is the 
continuance of the old Spanish tariff, so 
that flour brought here from the United 
States must pay a duty of $4.30 for a 
sack of 200 pounds. 
However, this is 
only temporary, but the effort to dis­ 
turb previous conditions as little as pos­ 
sible has raised feelings of the greatest 
friendliness to the United States. Iii 
case of a plebiscite annexation is certain 
to have its most influential adherents 
in the business men who regard the 
great republic as more likely to give a 
stable government than independence 
could assure. 
This is written from the point of view 
of an observer here. Senator Proctor 
and other eminent authorities have 
every coufidence in the ability of the 
Cubans for self government. 
Undoubri 
edly the prejudice among army officers 
Here against the insurgents on account 
of their lack of usefulness in the cam­ 
paign now closed has led to some exag­ 
gerated notions about the nature of Cu­ 
bans in general. But it is impossible not 
to see that the Cuban question, or 
rather questions, will be troublesome in 
the politics of the United States for a 
long time to come. There is already a 
beginning of the difficulties here. 
Un­ 
pleasant feelings between the allies are 
in themselves no great matter, but they 
will widen any breach that may appear 
over specific differences. An ccute stage 
will easily be reached. 
What is the greatest consolation is 
the success of President McKinley’s 
efforts to delay recognition of the Cu­ 
ban republic. Had the contrary policy 
prevailed General Shatter might have 
been embarrassed by the demand that 
the municipal government of Santiago 
be turned over to the insurgents, had 
their existence as a nation been ac­ 
knowledged by congress. 
As it was, 
any disagreement between the allies 
was the misfortune of General Garcia- 
The American commander simply disre­ 
garded him. A similar course will pre- 
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vent many complications, but this can 
not go on indefinitely.

Before you grumble about your taxes 
just reflect bow much worse off the na 
rives of the Philippines are. In the 
Philippine islands all males over 21 
years of age must pay a poll tax that 
equals about $20 of our money and the 
women must pay $15. A man must pay 
a license to sell cocoanuts from his own 
trees or indigo of his own raising. 
Every article of furniture that costs 
half a sovereign is taxed. The curtain 
never goes up at the theaters unless 
$10 is paid to the government, and for 
every act of slaughtering his own ani­ 
mals, clipping his own sheep or felling 
his own trees the Philippine farmer 
must pay a fee to the government. 
There is exacted government tribute 
for getting married 
and for being 
buried, and at every step and turn of 
his life the tax collector holds out his 
hand to him, and it is ndt a demand 
that can be refused. No wonder Spain 
wishes to keep a possession that yields 
such a return. No wonder also that the 
last OO years have developed 17 rebel­ 
lions in the Philippines.—Lewiston 
Journal.

the first of our Spanish prisoners were 
put oil board the transports we hav e 
hired to take them home. Down on the 
docks, in a narrow strip of shade from 
a warehouse, some 2iX> Spanish soldiers 
waited orders to mov e on to the lighter 
which would couv ey them to the much 
talked of Spamsh hospital ship Alicante. 
.The men were thin and of a sickly 
pallor, hollow cheeked, weak and thin. 
“ We are the well men who hav e 
brought the sick into town on litters,” 
they explained. 
Down on the wharf, being loaded on 
the steam lighter Bessie, were long 
lines of stretchers, each with its pitiful 
burden. 
Faces that loi'ked like death 
heads, ev ery line of the skull marked on 
the yellow skin, protruding teeth ov er 
wnich lips would not close. 
One main 
grasped in a claw that had crushed 
them three Americau hardtack. 
Others had food hidden under their 
coat cov erings. 
Their weight was as 
nothing, yet four well men staggered 
under the burden of 
the airetchei. 
Dowu the city streets came other pro­ 
cessions of stretchers. 
Vanquished and 
sick, weak, 'pitiful, moaning, stagger­ 
ing, they drifted into town all day 
long. 
, 
, 
, 
Ten American ambulances hav e been 
detailed to help curry in those unable 
to walk, and we hav e erected tents on 
the dock, where the sick can wait until 
the lighter is ready for them. 
“ It was not a camp out there, 
said a 
Spaniah officer; “ it was a grav eyard. 
Between 200 and 8 00 went into the hos­ 
pital daily. 
HospitaP It was not a 
lospital—there were 
no 
medicines, 
there were no attendants. 
Forty men 
were dying ev ery day, and the trenches 
are full of the dead. 
We hav e sav ed 
you manv a |20 for passage money to 
Spain. 
That camp has been nearer 
hell than anything in the war. 
There 
are 9 ,000 out there yet. 
Only 1,000 
came in today, but they won’t last 
long. 
Dyseutary, camp dysentery we 
call it. and it is worse than the plague, 
is carrying them off.” 


H o*pital Ship O liv ette A rriv ed. 
N ew Y ork , Aug. 22.—The hospital 
ship Oliv ette, which proceeded from 
Haiupcou Roads to Oamp Wikoff upou 
oniers from Washington, arriv ed at 


gents’ 
method of fighting in their 
trenches near Malate as follows; 
The insurgents make war in snch an 
original and interesting way that a v isit 
to the front of their lines is well worth 
the time and trouble as well a.s the 
slight danger incurred. At this writing 
I am only 2.j0 yards from the Spanish 
trenches, behind which 1,000 men are 
stationed, armed with the best Mauser 
rifles. 
“ Ping” just went 
a bullet 
through the foliage of the ov erhanging 
bamboos. 
‘‘Ping, pipg, ping” go three 
more in succession, one striking the 
limb of a white gum tree about three 
feet ov er our heads. 
These shots made us realize the dan­ 
ger of exposing ourselv es to the Spanish 
sharpshooters, and yet showed that if 
we kept behind the earthworks we were 
comparativ ely safe. 
As we approached 
the adv anced line of the insurgents a 
young boy, passing along 
the road 
which we were about to take, was shot 
through the hand with a Mauser bullet, 
which had nearly spent its force, but 
made a wicked wound 
and^ lodged 
against a bone of the fingers. 
, Some one suggested that the Span­ 
iards had seen us from the walls of the 
fort and were getting our range, so 
withont further argument we hurried 
up the road to the next and last barri­ 
cade. This stretch of highway, the main 
one leading out of Manila, is really 
dangerous for passersby. 
When we came up to the last barri­ 
cade, we found in a bunch of thick 
bamboos a bastion erected by the in­ 
surgents for the use of big guns in 
bombarding the fort. 
From the hidden 
top of this, about eight feet abov e the 
lev el of the ground, we could plainly 
make out the Spanish trenches directly 
in front of us, with rifle barrels barely 
projecting abov e the earth and occasion­ 
ally a hat in outline as a man mov ed 
from one spot to another. 
Behind this 
about 100 yards was the old stone fort 
and magazine, from the embrasured top 
of which a few cannon protruded. 
The trenches ran at right angles to 
the road along which we bud come and 
across an open field to a grov e of bam­ 
boos, and then across another spreail of 
meadow land to a fringe of tree.s on the 
shore of the hay, finally ending on the 
beach, where a big barricedo of canoes 
filled with saiifl made an adeiiuate pro­ 
tection. 
Although warned b y . the general, 
Mariana Noriel, and his lieutenant colo­ 
nel, J uan (J ailles, who had kindly ac­ 
companied us up to the last danger 
point, that we would surely be fired 
upon by the Spaniards if we crossed the 
open fields without wading in the 
trenches half filled with the water of 
recent heav y rains, we brav ed the sup­ 
posed danger and reached the fringe of 
woods on the bay side without appar­ 
ently being seen. 
Before we loft we made a careful sur­ 
v ey with our glasses of the Spauish 
lines and forts, so that we could report 
in full to Admiral Dewey and General 
Anderson what we had seen. 
Up to 
this time no nav al or military officer of 
the United States has made this trip, 
and hence we are able to make the first 
reliable report. 
To my mind it would seem that the 
best aud only thing for the Spaniards 
to do as a matter of warfare would be to 
send a party of 200 men around on the 
flank aud, surprising the insurgents, 
gather them in as prisoners or shoot 
them in their tracks. 
As this letter 
w ill in 
all 
probability 
not 
reach 
America and be published until the 
fate of Manila is settled I am at liberty 
to disc'uss the.se i>oints. 
On the other 
hand, the rebels light so brav ely when 
attacked that the Spaniards are afraid 
to fight them, except on the defensiv e. 
These men we meet in the trenches are 
mild in appearance, polite in manners 
and gentle in mov ements, but I under­ 
stand .•'killful wielders of the bolo or 
uativ a.knife at close quarters and not 
bad marksmen with rifles when trained. 
When I questioned General Noriel 
about methods of fighting, he said that 
he instructed his men not to waste their 
ammunition aud fire only when they 
could do some damage.

THREE FACTORS IN CUBA 


Spaniards and Cubans In Their 
Relations to America. 


DIFFICULTIES TO BE DEALT WITH. 


Increasing F r ie n d lin e s s , of the Conquered 
People to the United States—Chagrin 
of the Disappointed Insurgent Allies. 
Many Farsighted Cubans Regard An- 
aexatlon as Desirable and Inevitable. 
The New York Tribune’s correspond­ 
ent at Santiago, writing under the date 
of July 22 about the three factors iii 
Cuba, says: 
So great has been the change of feel­ 
ing in Santiago that it almost seemers 
if the Spaniards and not the Cubans 
had been the allies of the United States 
in the recent campaign around this city. 
W hile 
the 
utmost friendliness has 
marked the relations with the conquer­ 
ed army, the sentiment against £he in­ 
surgents has, to say the least, not abat­ 
ed. 
Several acts have tended to widen 
the breach that followed the interview 
a little over a week ago between Gen­ 
eral Garcia and the two generals—Cas­ 
tillo on one side and General Shafter on 
the other. At that time the American 
commander in chief made it clear that 
in pursuance of the humane motives 
w ith which the United States had en­ 
tered on the war, the people of Santiago 
should be fully protected in life and 
property. The Cuban idea had apparent­ 
ly been that the capture of the city was 
merely an incident in the Three Years’ 
w ar; that the insurgents had taken it 
and should hold it, and that they should 
exercise m ilitary jurisdiction over the 
inhabitants and their goods. 
General Shafter was brusque in dis­ 
abusing the minds of his callers of all 
such ideas. He told them that Santiago 
was to be safeguarded just as any other 
city over which the stars and stripes 
floated. No property was to be taken, 
and, furthermore, the 30 head of cattle 
seized from refugees by Cubans had to 
be returned; if that was impossible, 
their equivalent had to be rendered. The 
insurgent generals departed in no pleas­ 
ed frame of mind and refused to take 
any part in the ceremonies attending 
the surrender. It is true that the preju­ 
dice against the Cubans in the army 
here is due chiefly to a belief that they 
were utterly useless for any purpose ex­ 
cept to draw rations. But the adm inis­ 
trative differences, of course, rest on 
other considerations. 
Garcia has taken 
his army westward, but individual acts 
of oppression by Cubans continua Com­ 
plaints reach the governor’s palace of 
depredations by them, such as the tak­ 
ing of goods and even the open seizure 
of a horse. 
Of course the Americans will permit 
nothing of the kind. Every effort will 
be made to punish such offenders, and 
their detection is certain to heap fuel 
on the flames of Cuban discontent. On 
the other hand, the treatm ent of the 
Spaniards has been such as to win their 
increased gratitude. Considerable liber­ 
ty is allowed to the officers, although 
the troops are kept in camp outside the 
city. Food has been supplied in suffi­ 
cient quantities, and care has been taken 
to avoid wounding their sensibilities in 
every way. 
Then, too, the firmness in repressing 
all forms of lawlessness in the city has 
won the admiration of Spanish adher­ 
ents, especially as it has been directed 
largely against the Cubans. Of course 
the disgust of the Cubans with their 
allies has not escaped the observation 
of intelligent Spaniards. 
Nor is it 
strange that the Spaniards’ delight at it 
is unbounded. 
This putting their old 
time enemies in the background has 
warmed them more and more toward 
the United States authorities, and the 
fraternizing is remarkable when it is 
remembered how few are the days since 
the two armies were exchanging shrap­ 
nel and rifle bullets. A curious evi­ 
dence and outcome of this friends!)) • 
were given a day or two ago, wb 
news was received of an encounter •* 
miles from here between some Span­ 
iards and Cubans, in which the former 
were victors. 
About every American 
who heard of this expressed his satis­ 
faction and took occasion to tell how 
low was his opinion of the Cubans as 
soldiers. 
All this is local and momentary in 
one aspect, in another it is farreaching 
aa affecting the relations between th# 
United States and Cuba now the war is 
ended. The occupation of further ter­ 
ritory on the island by United States 
troops will doubtless lead to similar 
complications. 
Certainly the Cubans 
have learned war in a bitter school. 
For long decades the score of Spanish 
wrongs has been mounting up. 
Both 
the Ten Years’ war and that which be­ 
gan in 1895 were marked by pillage, 
cruelty and murder on the part of the 
Spaniards. Reprisals in kind were in­ 
evitable, especially as the Cuban nature 
is not radically different from that of 
the parent race. The insurgents have 
many grievous instances of barbarity 
for which they think reparation is due 
them. 
That they should wish to help them­ 
selves to the goods of their enemies in 
Santiago is not to be wondered at. Sim­ 
ilar circumstances will bring similar 


demands. Under present conditions the 
immediate outcome of all such desires 
for pillaging will be simple. The strong 
hand of the United States will prevent 
anything of the kind. Yet this will be 
a source of ill feeling between the allies 
which cannot fail to be a factor in the 
problem of a permanent government for 
the island. Of course no absolute con­ 
clusions about the entire island should 
be drawn from the experiences in a part 
of a single province. In so large a land 
as Cuba, with its agricultural, commer­ 
cial and geographical differences, it is 
not safe to depend too much on so par­ 
tial a view as can be had here. In a 
measure, however, the occurrences in 
Santiago must furnish a basis for study­ 
ing the entire situation. 
It may be taken for granted that with 
Spain eliminated, the present Cuban 
military leaders will occupy correspond­ 
ing influence in civic affairs. Snch re­ 
ward for their services will be inevita­ 
ble. Yet their very prominence will add 
difficulties to the dealings of the United 
States with the new republic. They are 
most familiar with Spanish atrocities. 
Many have suffered from it in their own 
families, and they will And it hard to 
treat with any consideration the inhab­ 
itants who held aloof from their cause 
or gave active support to the other side. 
Something of what was intended in 
Santiago will be planned in Havana 
and Matanzas. It will hardly be possi­ 
ble for the Cuban nature to forget at 
once the rancor engendered by years of 
oppression aud warfare. Stern measures 
against those who did not lend a hand 
to the insurgent cause in its hour of 
need are certain to be attempted. 
Of course the United States will in 
the occupation of other Cuban cities 
pursue exactly the policy thafc$$ bas in 
Santiago. In a war begun for humane 
reasons certainly no looting of property 
will be permitted. Following tffis line, 
guarantees will be required that when 
peace is finally declared Spanish sym­ 
pathizers will be permitted to enjoy 
the undisturbed pursuit of their call­ 
ings and the possession of their goods. 
That the newly constituted authorities 
will make due promises is likely enough.

Condition of Spanish Prisoner# 
See ii W hen Boarding the Trans­ 
ports at Santiago.

S a st! aho de CIRA, Aug. 9.—Today 
the first of our Spanish prisoners were 
put on board the transports we have 
hired to take them home. Down on the 
docks, in a narrow' strip of shade from 
a warehouse, some 200 Spanish soldiers 
waited orders to move on to the lighter 
which would convey them to the much 
talked of Spanish hospital ship Alicante. 
.The men were thin aud of a sickly 
pallor, hollow cheeked, weak and thin. 
“ We are the well men who have 
brought the sick into town on litters,” 
they explained. 
Down on the wharf, being loaded on 
the steam lighter Bessie, were long 
lines of stretchers, each with its pitiful 
burdon. Faces that looked like death 
heads, every line of the skull marked on 
the yellow skin, protruding teeth over 
which lips would not close. 
One m ar, 
grasped in a claw that had crushed 
them three American hardtack. 
Others had food hidden under their 
coat coverings. Their weight was as 
nothing, yet four well men staggered 
under the burden of 
the stretcher. 
Down the city streets came other pro­ 
cessions of stretchers. 
Vanquished and 
sick, weak, 'pitiful, moaning, stagger­ 
ing, they drifted into town all day 


Ten American ambulances have been 
detailed to help carry in those unable 
to walk, and we have erected tents on 
the dock, where the sick can wait until 
the lighter is ready for them. 
“ It was not a camp out there,* said a 
Spanish officer; “it was a graveyard. 
Between 200 and 800 went into the hos-

ital daily. Hospitals It was not a 
ospitai—there were 
no 
medicines, 
there were no attendants. 
Forty men 
were dying every day, and the trenches 
are lull of the dead. 
We have saved 
you manv a #20 for passage money to 
Spain. T?hat camp has been nearer 
hell than anything in the war. 
There 
are 9,000 out there yet. 
Only I,OOO 
came in today, but they w o n t last 
long. 
Dysentery, camp dysentery we 
call it, aud it is worse than the plague, 
is carrying them off*"

Lines Extended to W ithin rn Short Dis­ 
tance o f th e Spanish Forts Outside Ma- 
a lia —A Bam boo B arricade—Dons W ill 


Not V enture Out to A ttack the Natives. 


Ex-Minister John Barrett, 
special 
correspondent of the New York Journal 
at Manila, writing under the date of 
July *>, describes the Philippine.insur­ 
gents’ 
method of 
fighting in their 
trenches near Malate as follows: 
The insurgents make war in such an 
original and interesting way that a visit 
to the front of their lines is well worth 
the time and trouble as well as the 
slight danger incurred. At this writing 
I am only 2 0 0 yards from the Spanish 
trenches, behind which 1,000 men are 
stationed, armed with the best Mauser 
rifles. 
“ Ping” just went 
a bullet 
through the foliage of the overhanging 
bamboos. 
“ Ping, piqg, ping” go three 
more in succession, one striking the 
imb of a white gum tree about three 
lleet over our heads. 
These shots made us realize the dan­ 
ger of exposing ourselves to the Spanish 
sharpshooters, and yet showed that if 
we kept behind the earthworks we were 
comparatively safe. 
As we approached 
the advanced line of the insurgents a 
young boy, passing along 
the road 
which we were about to take, was shot 
through the hand with a Mauser bullet, 
which had nearly spent its force, but 
made a wicked wound 
am^ lodged 
against a bone of the fingers. 
Some one suggested that the Span 
iards had seen us from the walls of the 
fort and were getting our range, so 
without further argument we hurried 
up the road to the next and last bani 
cade. This stretch of highway, the main 
one leading out of Manila, is really 
dangerous for passersby. 
When we came up to the last bairi- 
cade, we found in a bunch of thick 
bamboos a bastion erected by the in­ 
surgents for the use of big guns in 
bombarding the fort. 
From the hidden 
top of this, about eight feet above the 
level of the ground, we could plainly 
make out the Spanish trenches directly 
in front of us, with rifle barrels barely 
projecting above the earth and occasion­ 
ally a hat in outline as a man moved 
from one spot to another. 
Behind this 
about IOO yards was the old stone fort 
and magazine, from the embrasured top 
of which a few cannon protruded. 
The trenches ran at right angles to 
the road along which we had come and 
across an open field to a grove of bam­ 
boos, aud then across another spread of 
meadow land to a fringe of trees on the 
shore of the bay, finally ending on the 
beach, where a big barricado of canoes 
filled with sand made an adequate pro 
taction. 
Although warned by. the general, 
Mariana Noriel, and his lieutenant colo­ 
nel, Juan Dailies, who had kindly ac­ 
companied us up to the last danger 
point, that we would surely be fired 
upon by the Spaniards if we crossed the 
open fields without wading in the 
trenches half filled with the water of 
recent heavy rains, we braved the sup­ 
posed danger and reached the fringe of 
woods on the bay side without appar­ 
ently being seen. 
Before we left we made a careful sur­ 
vey with our glasses of the Spanish 
lines and forts, so that we could report 
in full to Admiral Dewey and General 
Anderson what we had seen. 
Up to 
this time no naval or military officer of 
the United States has made this trip, 
and hence we are able to make the first 
reliable report. 
To my mind it would 6eem that the 
best and only thing for the Spaniards 
to do as a matter of warfare would be to 
send a party of 200 men around on the 
flank aud, surprising the insurgents, 
gather them in as prisoners or shoot 
them in their tracks. 
As this letter 
w ill in 
all 
probability 
not 
reach 
America and be published until the 
fate of Manila is settled I am at liberty 
to discuss these points. 
On the other 
hand, the rebels fight so bravely when 
attacked that the Spaniards are afraid 
to fight them, except on the defensive. 
These men we meet in the trenches are 
mild in appearance, polite in manners 
aud gentle in movements, but I under 
stand .skillful wielders of the bolo or 
nativ&knife at close quarters and not 
bad marksmen with rifles when trained. 
When I questioned General Noriel 
about methods of fighting, he said that 
he instructed bis men not to waste their 
ammunition and fire only when they 
could do some damage.

put on board the transports we have 
hired to take them home. Down on the 
docks, in a narrow strip of shade from 
a warehouse, some *2<)0 Spanish soldiers 
waited orders to move on to the lighter 
which would o u v e y them to the much 
talked of Spanish hospital ship Alicante. 
.The men were thin aud of a sickly 
pallor, hollow cheeked, weak and thin. 
“ We are the well men who have 
brought the sick into town on litters,” 
they explained. 
Down on the w harf, being loaded on 
the steam lighter Bessie, were long 
lines of stretchers, each w ith its pitiful 
burden. 
Faces th at looked like death 
heads, every line of the skull m arked on 
the yellow skin, protruding teeth over 
which lips would not close. 
One main 
grasped in a claw th at had crushed 
them three American hardtack. 
Others had food hidden under their 
coat coverings. 
Their weight was as 
nothing, yet four well men staggered 
under the burden of 
the stretcher. 
Down the city streets came other pro­ 
cessions of stretchers. 
Vanquished aud 
sick, weak, 'pitiful, moaning, stagger­ 
ing, they drifted into town all day 
long. 
Ten American ambulances have been 
detailed to help carry in those unable 
to walk, and we have erected tents on 
the dock, where the sick can wait until 
the lighter is ready for them. 
“ It was not a camp out there,” said a 
Spanish officer; “ it was a graveyard. 
Between 200 and 300 w ent into the hos-

ital daily. 
Hospital? It was not a 
ospitai—there 
were 
no 
medicines, 
there were no attendants. 
Forty men 
were dying every day, and the trenches 
are full of the dead. 
We have saved 
you m any a $20 for passage money to 
Spain. 
T hat camp has been nearer 
hell than anything iu the war. 
There 
are 9,000 out there yet. 
Only 1,000 
came in today, but they won’t last 
long. 
Dysentery, camp dysentery we 
call it. aud it is worse than the plague, 
is carrying them off.”

Ex-M inister John Barrett, 
special 
correspond eat of the New York Journal 
at Manila, w riting under the date of 
July 6, describes the Philippine.insur­ 
gents’ 
method of fighting iu their 
trenches near M alate as follows: 
The insurgents make war in such an 
original aud interesting way that a visit 
to the front of their lines is well worth 
the time and trouble as well as the 
slight danger incurred. At this w riting 
I am only 2.10 yards from the Spanish 
trenches, behind which 1,000 men are 
stationed, armed w ith the best Mauser 
rifles. 
“ P ing” just went 
a bullet 
through the foliage of the overhanging 
bamboos. 
“ Ping, piqg, ping” go three 
more in succession, one striking the 
lim b of a w hite gum tree about three 
feet over our heads. 
These shots made us realize the dan­ 
ger of exposing ourselves to the Spanish 
sharpshooters, aud yet showed that if 
we kept behind the earthworks we were 
comparatively safe. 
As we approached 
the advanced line of the insurgents a 
young boy, passing along 
the road 
which we were about to take, was shot 
through the hand w ith a Mauser bullet, 
which had nearly spent its force, bat 
made a wicked wound 
anc^ lodged 
against a bone of the fingers. 
, Some one suggested that the Span­ 
iards had seen us from the walls of the 
fort and were getting our range, so 
w ithout further argum ent we hurried 
up the road to the next and last barri­ 
cade. This stretch of highway, the m ain 
one leading out of Manila, is really 
dangerous for passersby. 
W hen we came up to the last barri­ 
cade, we found in a bunch of thick 
bamboos a bastion erected by the in­ 
surgents for the nae of big guns in 
bombarding the fort. 
From the hidden 
top of this, about eight feet above the 
level of the ground, we could plainly 
make out the Spanish trenches directly 
in front of us, w ith rifle barrels barely 
projecting above the earth and occasion­ 
ally a hat in outline as a man moved 
from one spot to another. 
Behind this 
about IOO yards was the old stone fort 
and magazine, from the embrasured top 
of which a few cannon protruded. 
The trenches ran at right angles to 
the road along which we hud come and 
across an open field to a grove of bam­ 
boos, aud then across another spread of 
meadow land to a fringe of trees on the 
shore of the bay, finally ending on the 
beach, where a big barricado of canoes 
tilled w ith sand made an adequate pro­ 
tection. 
Although warned by. the general, 
M ariana Noriel, and his lieutenant colo­ 
nel, Juan Chilies, who had kindly ac 
companied us up to the last danger 
point, that we would surely be fired 
upon by the Spaniards if we crossed the 
open fields w ithout wading in the 
trenches half filled w ith the w ater of 
recent heavy rains, we braved the sup 
posed danger aud reached the fringe of 
woods on the bay side w ithout appar­ 
ently being seen. 
Before we left we made a careful sur­ 
vey w ith our glasses of the Spanish 
lines and forts, so th at we could report 
in full to Adm iral Dewey and General 
Anderson w hat we had seen. 
Up to 
this tim e no naval or m ilitary officer of 
the United States has made this trip, 
and hence we are able to make the first 
reliable report. 
To my m ind it would seem th at the 
best and only thing for the Spaniards 
to do as a m atter of w arfare would be to 
send a party of 200 men around on the 
dank aud, surprising the insurgents, 
gather them in as prisoners or shoot 
them in their tracks. 
As this letter 
w ill in 
all 
probability 
not 
reach 
America and be published until the 
fate of M anila is settled I am at liberty 
to discuss these points. 
On the other 
hand, the rebels fight so bravely when 
attacked th at the Spaniards are afraid 
to tight them, except on the defensive. 
These men we m eet in the trenches are 
mild in appearance, polite in manners 
aud gentle in movements, but I under­ 
stand .skillful wielders of the bolo or 
nativa.knife a t close quarters and not 
bad marksmen w ith rifles when trained. 
Wbeu I qnestioned General Noriel 
about; methods of fighting, he said that 
he instructed bis men not to waste their 
am m unition and fire only when they 
could do some damage.

New York, Aug. 22.—Hon. Chauncey 
M. Depew has received a letter from 
Secretary of W ar Alger and has con­ 
sented to its publication. 
The letter 
which was w ritten in reply to a request 
for inform ation on the subjects referred 
to said in part: 
"As yon know, w hen w ar was de­ 
clared, there was no equipm ent w hat­ 
ever for the volunteers in store. 
T hat 
this was 
successfully 
accomplished, 
with very few accidents, is a m atter of 
record. Subsequent calls, including the 
regular arm y (w hich num bered about 
27,000 men when w ar was declared), 
made a total of 268,500 men. 
To ac­ 
complish all in so short a tim e has been 
a great w.ork. 
Of coarse gathering this 
vast num ber of m en together, in a large 
measure' under untrained regim ental 
and company com m anders—I m ean in 
actual field duty—the lack of know l­ 
edge as to sanitary conditions to be 
observed, the carelessness in not ob­ 
serving instructions which were fu r­ 
nished as to proper care of the men, 
has added greatly to the work of the 
medical departm ent.” 
He said further: 
“There is nothing young men in ro­ 
bust health are so prodigal of as their 
h« aith until it is gone. 
Men go into 
c*mp feeling that they can stand any­ 
thing and everything, and cannot be 
made to believe to the contrary until 
stricken w ith disease. 
Every effort has 
been made from the beginning to fu r­ 
nish every camp w ith all appliances 
asked for, but of course the com m and­ 
ing officers in the Held are the ones who 
have the direct charge of these men. 
Lur instance, one arm y corps com m an­ 
der has given orders aud enforces them, 
respecting sanitary affairs, and he has 
today but u fraction over 2 per cent on 
the sick list. Others have been less suc­ 
cessful, and the consequence is typhoid 
and other fevers have been bred aud 
spread to a considerable extent. 
“Concerning the .Santiago campaign, 
wheu the ships left Tam pa they had on 
board three m onths’ provisions and an 
abundance of hospital supplies. 
They 
had lighters to unloud w ith at point of 
debarkation. 
These lighters were lost 
rn severe storm s on the way. 
As soon 
as we were nodded of the fact tw o tows 
of lighters were sent from Mobile and 
New Orleans, which weie also over­ 
taken ny storm aud lost. The navy sup­ 
plied us w ith lighters and one of these 
was wrecked. 
The arm y disem barked, 
getting off a portion of its supplies and 
medical 
stores, 
aud 
im m ediately 
mal ohed to tile front to fight the Span­ 
iards. 
The great difficulty of lauding 
supplies subsequently was the wind 
sprung up every m orning at IO and 
made a high surf, rendering alm ost im ­ 
port hie the use of small boats w ith one 
lighter, widen wgs all they had left for 
iii is purpose. 
“Of the packers who were employed, 
to per oent soon fell sick, and heavy 
mins falling every day, the roads (if 
they could be called such) became im ­ 
passable for vehicles. Pack anim als had 
to be employed to carry food to the 
Army, which being extended to the 
tight around Santiago increased the 
Jistanoe from the coast every day, and 
made the task mofe difficult. However, 
the result aud the subsequent sickness 
that has brokeo but in the arm y showed 
the great wisuom of General Shafter in 
moving forward to make tne attack 
while his men were in vigor. 
It was a 
movement bordering on audacity, but 
it succeeded ami the persistence of the 
attack, I have no doubt, greatly dis I 
heartened the Spaniards. The result was 
one of the greatest victories for the men 
gaged 
of 
modern 
warfare. 
The 
number of prisoners takeu exceeded the 
Attacking force by nearly two to one. 
vV hen yellow fever broke out aud 
the fever increased into the thousand. 
11 was for a time supposed that it was 
Pnnoipaily yellow fever. 
The bringing 
tr , .p8 north at once after the surrender, 
under such conditions, would 
have 
been 1-cnuiu death to a vast num ber, 
hut, upon inquiry, it was ascertained 
tiiUt very few of these cases compara­ 
te.-ly wore yellow fever, when it was 
ut once decided to bring the arm y home 
a> speedily us 
possible. 
Everything 
J hat hum an ingenuity could devise bas 
u dime to succor th at arm y—‘not the 
enuity of tne secretary of war, but 
result of the combined counsel of 
who have had a lifelong experi- 
iu tile held. 
That some men have 
u neglected on transports coming 


home thoro is no doubt—all against 
positive orders—due, perhaps, to care­ 
lessness and negligence, but largely on 
account of not having the medical force 
to spare (m any of whom were sick) 
irom the cfimp at 
Santiago. 
Many 
medical officers sent w ith transports 
were taken iii on the way home. 
Secretary Alger also appended the fol­ 
lowing in part: 
“ The work of the adjutant general’s 
departm ent has been to m uster and or­ 
der to their station, to be precise, 216,- 
400 volunteers and 24,900 for the regu­ 
lar army. 
“The chief of engineers reports an ex­ 
penditure of 15,860,000. 
“ The surgeon general has had the 
enormous work of fitting up hospitals 
and organizing the medical corps. 
“ The commissary general has pur­ 
chased and distributed, up to Aug. I, 
110,907,235 pounds of rations. 
“ The quarterm aster general’s report 
fs too long to even give an approximate 
idea of his work. 
In the way of tran s­ 
portation to Honolulu, Manila, Santiago 
aud Porto Rico, aud return home, there 
have been sent 82,638 men, w ith artil­ 
lery equipm ent and supplies. 
By rail 
in this country there have been trans­ 
ported 9,700 officers, 233,962 enlisted 
men, also 40,582 animals, besides thou­ 
sands of wagons, artillery and other 
quarterm aster, commissary, ordnance, 
medical aud signal service stores. 
The 
total num ber of articles of clothing and 
camp equippage distributed to the arm y 
by the quarterm aster’s departm ent has 
been 6,274,483. 
“ The total w eight of food and forage 
distributed daily to the arm y is approxi­ 
mately 900 tons. 
“ Added to this is the large fleet of 
transports chartered and purchased, the 
m anagement of the same in conveying 
troops, supplies aud am m unition.”

the street vote carried shows that a sen­ 
timent against bonds exists in the city, 
while the hospital vote shows that a

Oonncil will arrange the preliminaries 
as soon as possible, and the bonds will 
be sold to the highest bidder at the 
earliest possible date. The money will 
be need in repairing the streets dam­ 
aged by floods, and before the end of 
the season the work will have been well 
done.

Of the 800,000 inhabitants of Porto 
Rico 200,000 live in cities. The indus­ 
tries of the island are almost entirely 
agricultural. But there are few farming 
localities of the United States corre­ 
sponding in dimensions to this island 
which can show such a collection of 
cities and towns. Porto Rico’s area is 
about equal to that of three average 
counties in Illinois, Missouri, Kansas 
or any other western state. Tot this 
territory, less than IOO miles in length 
and one-third that in width, has three 
cities of from 20,000 to 30,000 popula­ 
tion, a dozen above 5,000 and 15 or 20 
towns of 2,000 and over. 
A character­ 
istic of the Porto Ricans is to live in 
towns, villages and in plantation com­ 
munities rather than in scattered and 
isolated farmhouses. 
Much has been printed about Ban 
Juan de Porto Rico. 
People of the 
United States are fairly familiar by de­ 
scription with the Morro, the massive 
walls, the narrow city, built along a 
strip of sand running parallel to the 
mainland and separated from it by the 
bay. The capital of this new territory 
of the United Btates no longer seems 
foreign. 
With the other cities aud 
towns there is less acquaintance. From 
consular sources the department of state 
has come into possession of interesting 
data about the more important popula­ 
tion centers besides San Juan. 
Ponce ranks as the second city of the 
island. By the data furnished from the 
department of state it is situated on the 
south coast of the island of Porto Rico, 
on a plain about two miles from the 
seaboard. It is regularly built, the cen­ 
tral part almost exclusively of brick 
houses and the suburbs of wood. It is 
the residence of the military command­ 
er and the seat of an official chamber 
of commerce. There is an appellate 
criminal court, besides other courts, 
two churches (one Protestant, said to 
be the only one in the Spanish West 
Indies), two hospitals besides the mili­ 
tary hospitals, a home of refuge for the 
old and poor, a perfectly equipped fire 
department, a bank, a theater, three 
first class hotels and gasworks. The 
city bas an ice machine, and there are 
115 vehicles for public conveyance. 
The inhabitants, who number about 
20,000, are principally occupied in mer­ 
cantile pursuits, but carpenters, brick­ 
layers, joiners, tailors, shoemakers and 
barbers find good employment The de­ 
partment of Ponce oounts about 40,000 
inhabitants. The chief occupations of 
the people are the cultivation of sugar, 
cocoa, tobacco and oranges aud the 
breeding of cattle. Commercially Ponce 
is the second city of importance on the 
island. A fine road leads to the port 
(Playa), where all the import and ex­ 
port trade is transacted. 
Playa has 
about 5,000 inhabitants, and here are 
situated the custom house, the office of 
the captain of the port and all the con­ 
sular offices. 
The port is spacious and 
will hold vessels of 25 feet draft. The 
climate, on account of the sea breezes 
during the day and the land breezes at 
night, is not oppressive, though warm, 
and as water for all purposes, includ­ 
ing the fire department, is amply sup­ 
plied by an aqueduct it may be said 
that the city of Ponce is perhaps the 
healthiest place iii the whole island. 
In the same class with Sau Juan aud 
Ponce ranks Mayaguez, easier for the 
American tongue than the spelling 
might indicate. Ponce is pronounced in 
two syllables. If spelled from hearing, 
an American child would probably 
make i t ‘‘Ponsy." This is the Cuban 
and West Indian pronunciation gener­ 
ally and will probably be acoepted as 
the American. But the pure Bpaniard, 
with his due regard for the frequent 
" th ," will continue to say "Pon-thay" 
long after the m f and yellow flag has 
gone down. 
Mayaguez is commonly 
" May-ali-guez," without particular ac­ 
cent on any syllable. 
Mayaguez faces what is generally 
known 
as the 
Mona 
passage, 
the 
narrow entrance to the Caribbean be­ 
tween Porto Rioo and Santo Domingo. 
According to the memoranda of the de­ 
partment of state, there is little to be 
said of the industries of Mayaguez ex­ 
cept that there are three manufactories 
of chocolate, which is for local con­ 
sumption. Sugar, coffee, oranges, pine­ 
apples and cocoanuts are exported large­ 
ly—all, except coffee, principally to the 
United Btates. Of sugar the muscovado 
goes to the United Btates and the cen­ 
trifugal to Spain. Mayaguez is the sec­ 
ond port for coffee, the average annual 
export being 170,000 hundredweights. 
The quality is of the best, ranging in 
price with Java and other first rate 
brands. The lower grades are sent to 
Cuba. 
About 50,000 bags of dour are 
imported into this port every year from 
the United States out of the 180,000 
bags that are consumed in the whole is­ 


land. The population is nearly 20,000, 
the majority white. The climate is ex 
cedent, the temperature never exceed 
ing 90 degrees F. The city is connected 
by train with the neighboring town r>‘ 
Aguadilla, and a railn -.I is being con 
strueted to Lares, one ut the large in 
tenor towns. 
After Mayaguez comes a 
class of cities or large towns, of wJbiei 
Aguadilla is a fair sample. 
"Ah-wal; 
de-ya, " as Americans will learn in tim* 
to call it, is the principal town and th* 
port of Aguadilla district, in the north­ 
west portion of the island, and has 
5.000 inhabitants. Industries in the 
vicinity consist of the cultivation of 
sugar cane, coffee, tobacco and cocoa- 
nuts aud the distillation of rum from 
molasses. In the town are three estab­ 
lishments for preparing coffee. The 
climate is hot, but healthy. There is 
hardly ever yellow fever. 
Arecibo is a town of from 6,000 to 
7.000 population. It is situated on the 
north coast of Porto Rico, facing the 
Atlantic ocean, aud some 50 miles dis 
taut by rail from San Jnan. It is Simi 
lar to all Spanish towns, with a plaza 
surrounded by the church and other 
public buildings in the center, anc! 
streets running from it in right angles 
forming regular squares. The buildings 
are constructed of wood and brick. The 
harbor is poor, being nothing more than 
an open roadstead exposed to the ful 
force of the ocean, in which vessels dur 
ing northerly winds can hardly lie in 
safety. Close in shore on one side dan 
gerous reefs stretch, a constant menace 
to vessels if the anchor does not hold 
Into this harbor empties a narrow and 
shallow stream called the Rio Grande 
de Arecibo. Goods are conveyed on this 
river to and from town in flat bottomed 
boats with the aid of long poles aud by 
dint of much pushing and patience. At 
the bar of the river everything is again 
transfeired to lighters and thence to 
vessels. It is a tedious and expensive 
process. However, Arecibo is quite an 
important port, and has tributary to it 
a large district of some 30,000 inhab­ 
itants. The want of good roads in the 
island makes such a place as Arecibo 
far more important than it would natu­ 
rally be. 
Fajardo, which was said to have been 
selected as one of the landing places of 
the invading army, is the principal 
port on the east coast of the island. It 
has a population of 8,779, according to 
the last official statistics (December, 
1887). The port is handsome, with a 
third class lighthouse at the entrance 
at the point called Cabezas de Ban 
Juan, and a custom house open to uni­ 
versal commerce. The town is about 
miles from the bay. The only im 
portant industry of the district is the 
manufacture of muscovado sugar, to 
which most of the planters devote them­ 
selves. Shooks, hickory hoops, pine 
boards and provisions come from the 
United Btates in considerable quanti­ 
ties. . Sugar and molasses are exported 
and occasionally tortoise shell. The 
climate is temperate and healthy. 
Naguabo, on the east side, is a small 
town of only about 2,000 inhabitants, 
and in the harbor there is another 
smaller place called Playa de Naguabo, 
or Ucares, with about 1,500. The cap­ 
ital of the department, Humacao, is 
nine miles from Naguabo and has 4,000 
inhabitants, the 
district comprising 
more than 15,000. Arroyo, in the dis­ 
trict of Guayama, the southeast portion 
of the island, is a small seaport of about 
1.200 inhabitants. 
The annual exports 
to the United States average 7,000 to 
10.000 hogsheads of sugar, 2,000 to 
5.000 casks of molasses and 50 to 150 
casks and barrels of bay rum. The old­ 
est town on the island is Aquada, where 
Columbus landed on his second voyage, 
and where Ponce de Leon also stopped. 
It has 2,563 people. The cities and 
towns mentioned above are the princi­ 
pal seaports of Porto Rico. 
In the in­ 
terior of the island are some notable 
communities. Aibiuato is a town of 
2.200 people, on the military road be­ 
tween Ban Jnan and Ponoe. Apasco is 
another interior town of some impor­ 
tance, with 4,000 people. By&nmon is 
six miles interior from San Juan, with 
which it is connected by a railroad. It 
iN one of the wealthiest communities of 
Porto Rioo, having a population of 
2,500. The town hall is a two story 
building, which is an unusual height 
for the island. It is built of masonry. 
Cauguas is a town of 4,340 people, with 
telegraph and postoffice connections. 
Carolina has 5,052 population, being 
inland from Ban Juan about 20 miles. 
Like all other Porto Rican towns of 
consequence, Carolina has its postoffice 
and telegraph station. Caney is a place 
of 8,895 people. The division of races 
at this point is fairly illustrative of the 
whole island. 
There are 2,700 white 
people aud 1,195 colored. Cauey is one 
of the principal points cm the military 
road, about IOO miles long, between 
Ban Juan and Ponce. Only six miles 
frm Cauey is Cuira, with 2,400 people. 
Another town of this class is Comao, 
with 2,206 people. Dorado is a town of 
8,986 people, 4 ^ miles from Jan Juan 
on the railroad. Santa Isabel, 16 miles 
inland from Ponoe, has 3,200 inhabit­ 
ants. Utuado, with 8,738 people, is one 
of the principal towns in the northern 
part of the island. 
Villa de la Vega 
Baja is a place of 2,531 people on the 
railroad 23 miles from Ban Juan. The 
chief point of interest is a church, 
which is oonaidared one of the finest in 
the island. It bas two towers of har­ 
monious construction, one containing 
the bell, the other the public* clock. 
Opposite the church is a fine town hall

Rev. Chas. F. Swift preached a power 
fnl sermon on peace to his congrega 
tion at the Methodist Protestant church 
yesterday. He took as his text. Leviticus 
xxvi, 6, "And I will give peace in the 
land, and ye shall lie down, and none 
shall make you afraid." He said : 
"AH of God’s dealings with 
the 
children of Israel, from Abraham to the 
time of Christ, carried with it the 
thought of himself as the ruler as well 
as the creator of all things. 
'This great lesson men and nations 
are to learn. 
All are finally answerable 
to God for the ase and disposition of the 
things which He has given for onr good 
A nation can no more succeed in main­ 
taining 
itself, 
when 
cat 
loose 
from 
God 
and 
His 
laws, 
than the 
plant or flower can grow 
into beauty and fragrance when shat 
out from the light and influence of the 
same. 
‘God is, and always will be, as im 
portant a factor in the history and sue 
cess of nations, as well as individuals 
The destiny of this nation, as well as 
others of our day, hangs on obedience to 
God’s law as well as did that of Israel in 
the days of the past. God mast not be 
left out of the affairs of life. 
Human 
peace and prosperity finds its origin in 
Him, and they who, vfrith care, observe 
His law and authority, have the assur­ 
ance of strength, perpetuity and divine 
protection. 
A nation’s security, development 
and honor rests upon its recognition of 
God’s claim upon it, and its purpose 
and aim most be to meet that claim. 
The thing of hope and promise in all onr 
past history as a nation, and the hope 
and inspiration of the present, is onr 
constant endeavor to know and do the 
will of God. 
It may be that armies and navies 
mean mach; but the presence and rec­ 
ognition of God means more, aud so in 
these past days of tumult and war we 
have 
been 
strengthened 
with the 
thought that God is with us, for our 
cause is just. 
"W e have a right to be thankful that 
a man of faith as well as courage is at 
the helm. 
We believe Major McKinley 
in all of his administrative acts in these 
perilous times has not only given him­ 
self to thought and study, but 
to 
devotion and prayer to God; that love 
for humanity as well as justice; that 
deep sympathy for all on land and sea; 
that earnest solicitude for the comfort 
and welfare of the brave and straggling 
ones in both the armies aud navies was 
the spirit of a prayerful man ; was the 
expression of one whose heart God had 
moved. 
Let us not forget to be thank­ 
ful to God for such a man at the head of 
onr nation as Major 
McKinley has 
proved himself to be in this our nation’s 
time of need. 
"The question now confronting os is 
no longer the question of a possible vic­ 
tory. This our army and navy have set­ 
tled. 
A month ago we were waiting 
their answer to our trust io them. 
From the land and sea they are now 
coming back to us with the question an­ 
swered. They oome bringing no disap* 
pointmen^ They have wou the victory, 
aud they are now asking of those in au­ 
thority what will you do with it. 
This 
is the question of the hour. 
Let us 
hope aud pray that our president with, 
ais cabinet aud commissioners, shall 
answer this as well as the army and 
navy have answered the trust reposed in 
them. 
"This question can not be answered 
without considering another, viz , our 
needs. 
Do we need more territory? 
More land to develop aud protect? Our 
present 
undeveloped 
possessions in 
twelve western states is answer to this. 
In these twelve states alone we have 
824,300,300 acres of uncultivated and 
undeveloped territory, this includes an 
area of 1.324,761 square miles. There is 
still room for many millions more for 
the sons aud daughters of honest toil in 
our borders. Let us use as well as rule 
what we now have before we reach out 
for more. 
"W e must now reveal to the world 
what we have professed to have, a 
high and broad civilization. 
We must 
now account to the nations of the world 
for the profession we have m ade; both 
man and God are interested. 


"W hat follows our present victory 
most not be a thing of accident or chance. 
What we have professed must be now 
crystalized into fact. Our past words 
will now be made meaningless if wise 
and noble plans and deeds do not follow. 
As truly as these points determine a 
circle so justice, righteousness and honor ! 
must characterize our present settlement 
of peace. There can be no peace with­ 
out this. 
"My last thought is if these islands 
of 
the 
sea 
are 
to 
be 
blessed 
with 
a 
higher 
and 
new 
civili­ 
zation, that 
thing 
mast 
come 
to 
pass which oar president now demands, 
the immediate withdrawal of Spanish 
authority and forces. If there is to be a 
new civilization then there mast be the 
establishment of both the new rule and 
the new ruler. It is right and enough 
for one man, oar president, to dictate 
what shall be done; it was wise and 
thoughtful to choose a commission to 
order how the thing dictated shall be 
done. 
"Let us thank God that so many of 
onr brave boys are soon to return to the 
peaceful walks of life. Let us not look 
in the graves of those who shall not re­ 
turn, nor upon the blood-stained field, 
for the answer of why these loved ones 
have been sacrificed. But let us look 
calmly up into the face of God, who has 
promised in his own good time to reveal 
the meaning of all these things to us.’’

COTTON IN PORTO RICO.

Both Noll and C lim ate Are Raid to Be 
W ell A dapted For It* Grqwth. 
New England, having learned ty 
southern competition that the trend of 
the cotton spinning industry is toward 
the cotton fields is anxious '*t# apply 
her somewhat costly knowledge in the 
new territory to be thrown open by 
American arms, as is shown by a letter 
respecting the cotton growing capacity 
of Porto Rioo received from a New 
England firm by the Philadelphia Com 
mercial museum recently. In response 
the museum’s bureau of information 
has set forth some facts which will be 
fonnd tai have a timely and special in­ 
terest, especially to the textile world, 
and which deserve to be summarized 
for the general public as well. 
It appears that Poi to Rico is well 
adapted by soil and climate not only 
for the growing of cotton, but for the 
manufacture of cotton fabrics as well, 
though for the growth of the plant it 
will be necessary to engage native labor 
or to secure help from Cuba. Of the 
more than 1,000 streams upon th* island 
60 are navigable, and many of them 
could be ^utilized to furnish power, 
which is an important consideration, 
since all the coal used must be brought 
from the United States, aud all the 
chief towns are connected by railway, 
though communication with the in­ 
terior is only possible by ox teams. 
Such, in brief, are the essential con­ 
ditions attending the question of cotton 
growing on the island. 
Thus far the 
industry has not been tried there, but 
there would seem to be no reasons of 
an economic character why it should 
not thrive. But the question, after all, 
is not whether oottou making would 
pay in Porto Rioo, but whether it would 
pay better than anything else in that 
region, aud better than in the south. 
The only way to get a conclusive an­ 
swer to the question woald be by the 
test of actual experiment—Philadel­ 
phia Record.

Increasing: Friendliness of th e Conquered 


P eople to the United States—Chagrin 
of th e l vlHappointed Insurgent A llies. 
Many 
farsigh ted Cubans R egard An* 
nexation as Desirable aud Inevitable. 


The New York Tribune’s correspond­ 
ent, at Santiago, writing under the date 
of July 22 about the three factors iii 
Cuba, says: 
So great has been the change of feel­ 
ing in Santiago that it almost seems sis 
if the Spaniards and not the Cubans 
had been the allies of the United States 
in the recent campaign around this city. 
While 
the 
utmost friendliness has 
marked the relations with the conquer­ 
ed army, the sentiment against ^he in­ 
surgents has, to say the least, not abat­ 
ed. 
Several acts have tended to widen 
the breach that followed the interview 
a little over a week ago between Gen­ 
eral Garcia and the two generals—Cas­ 
tillo on one side and General Shafter on 
the other. 
At that time the American 
commander in chief made it clear that 
in pursuance of the humane motives 
with which the United States had en­ 
tered on the war, the people of Santiago 
should be fully protected in life and 
property. The Cuban idea had apparent­ 
ly been that the capture of the city was 
merely an incident in the Three Years’ 
war; that the insurgents had taken it 
and should hold it, and that they should 
exercise m ilitary jurisdiction over the 
inhabitants and their goods. 
General Shafter was brusque in dis­ 
abusing the minds of his callers of all 
such ideas. He told them that Santiago 
was to be safeguarded just as any other 
city over which the stars and stripes 
floated. 
No property was to be taken, 
and, furthermore, the 80 head of cattle 
seized from refugees by Cubans had to 
be returned; if that was impossible, 
their equivalent had to be rendered. The 
insurgent generals departed in no pleas­ 
ed frame of mind and refused to take 
any part in the ceremonies attending 
the surrender. It is true that the preju­ 
dice against the Cubans in the army 
here is due chiefly to a belief that they 
were utterly useless for any purpose ex­ 
cept to draw rations. Bnt the adminis­ 
trative differences, of course, rest on 
other considerations. 
( Garcia has taken 
his army westward, but individual acts 
of oppression by Cubans continue. Com­ 
plaints reach the governor’s palace of | 
depredations by them, such as the tak 
lug of goods and even the open seizure 
of a horse. 
Of course the Americans w ill permit 
nothing of the kind. 
Every effort w ill 
be made to punish such offenders, aud 
their detection is certain to heap fuel 
on the flames of Cuban discontent. 
On 
the other hand, the treatment of the 
Spaniards has been such as to win their 
increased gratitude. Considerable liber­ 
ty is allowed to the officers, although 
the troops are kept in camp outside the 
city. 
Food has been supplied in suffi­ 
cient quantities, and care has been taken 
to avoid wounding their sensibilities in 
every way. 
Then, too, the firmness in repressing 
all forms of lawlessness in the city has 
won the admiration of Spanish adher­ 
ents, especially as it has been directed 
largely against the Cubans. 
Of course 
the disgust of the Cubans with their 
allies has not escaped the observation 
of intelligent Spaniards. 
Nor is it 
strange that the Spaniards’ delight at it 
is unbounded. 
This putting their old 
time enemies in the background has 
warmed them more and more toward 
the United States authorities, and the 
fraternizing is remarkable when it is 
remembered how few are the days since 
the two armies were exchanging shrap­ 
nel and rifle bullets. 
A curious evi­ 
dence and outcome of this friendsbr 
were given a day or two ago, wk 
news was received of an encounter -* 
miles from here between some Span­ 
iards and Cubans, in which the former 
were victors. 
About every American 
who heard of this expressed his satis­ 
faction and took occasion to tell how 
ow was his opinion of the Cubans as 
soldiers. 
All this is local and momentary iu 
one aspect, in another it is farreaching 
as affecting the relations between tbs 
United States and Cuba now the war is 
ended. 
The occupation of further ter­ 
ritory on the island by United States 
troops w ill doubtless lead to similar 
complications. 
Certainly the Cubans 
have learned war in a bitter school. 
For long decades the score of Spanish 
wrongs has been mounting up. 
Both 
the Ten Years’ war and that which be­ 
gan in 1895 were marked by pillage, 
cruelty aud murder on the part of the 
Spaniards. 
Reprisals in kind were in­ 
evitable, especially as the Cuban nature 
is not radically different from that of 
the parent race. 
The insurgents have 
many grievous instances of barbarity 
for which they think reparation is due 
them. 
That they should wish to help them­ 
selves to the goods of their enemies iu 
Santiago is not to be wondered a t Sim­ 
ilar circumstances w ill bring similar 


a source of ill feeling between the allies 
which cannot fail to be a factor in the 
problem of a permanent government for 
the island. 
Of course no absolute con­ 
clusions about the entire island should 
be drawn from the experiences in a part 
of a single province. In so large a land 
as Cuba, with its agricultural, commer­ 
cial aud geographical differences, it is 
not safe to depend too much on so par­ 


tial a view as can be had here. 
In a 
measure, however, the occurrences in 
Santiago must furnish a basis for study­ 
ing the entire situation. 
It may be taken for granted that with 
Spain eliminated, the present Cuban 
military leaders w ill occupy correspond­ 
ing influence in civic affairs. Such re­ 
ward for their services will be inevita­ 
ble. Yet their very prominence w ill add 
difficulties to the dealings of the United 
States with the new republic. They are 
most familiar with Spanish atrocities. 
Many have suffered from it in their own 
families, and they will find it hard to 
treat with any consideration the inhab­ 
itants who held aloof from their cause 
or gave active support to the other side. 
Something of w’hat was intended in 
Santiago w ill be planned in Havana 
and Matanzas. It w ill hardly be possi­ 
ble for the Cuban nature to forget at 
once the rancor engendered by years of 
oppression aud warfare. Stern measures 
against those who did not lend a hand 
to the insurgent cause in its hour of 
need are certain to be attempted. 
Of course the United States w ill in 
the occupation of other Cuban cities 
pursue exactly the policy that?-!? has iii 
Santiago. 
In a war begun for humane 
reasons certainly no looting of property 
w ill be permitted. Following tins line, 
guarantees will be required that when 
peace is finally declared Spanish sym­ 
pathizers w ill be permitted to e*.joy 
the undisturbed pursuit of their call­ 
ings and the possession of their goods. 
That the newly constituted authorities 
w ill make due promises is likely enough. 
That these w ill in every case be kept is 
less probable. 
Some form of military 
protectorate seems inevitable for a time 
at least. 
The subject of annexation to the 
United States crops up continually in 
conversation with the more intelligent 
classes in Santiago. 
Even many far­ 
sighted Cubans regard it as desirable 
and inevitable. Naturally the military 
heroes of the insurgents in the flush of 
success w ill want nothing of the kind. 
They w ill wish to reap some reward for 
their labors, and the desire to see Cuba 
a nation as the result of their suffering 
and lighting is only natural. 
But the 
commercial classes here seem to favor 
statehood in the Union. Many men are 
outspoken. 
They have had unpleasant 
experiences with the Spanish soldiery. 
Wealthy merchants raised a large loan 
to give the garrison its overdue pay. 
Nearly all the money stuck to the 
Angers of the officers. A few nights be­ 
fore the end of the siege warehouses 
and shops were looted by soldiers. 
Spanish maladministration is familiar 
here, but the business interests fear 
that under an 
independent republic 
they will suffer even more. 
The course of General Shafter in pre­ 
serving order has greatly increased the 
feeling in favor of annexation. The city 
is as safe as it ever was or safer. 
Mu­ 
nicipal authority has been oontinned in 
the old hands notwithstanding Caban 
protest. What seems like pursuing this 
principal to an illogical degree is the 
continuance of the old Spanish tariff, so 
that flour brought here from the United 
States must pay a duty of $4.80 for a 
sack of 200 pounds. 
However, this is 
only temporary, but the effort to dis­ 
turb previous conditions as little as pos­ 
sible bas raised feelings of the greatest 
friendliness to the United States. 
Iii 
case of a plebiscite annexation is certain 
to have its most influential adherents 
in the business men who regard the 
great republic as more likely to give a 
stable government than independence 
could assure. 
This is written from the point of view 
of an observer here. 
Senator Proetoi 
aud other eminent authorities have 
every confidence in the ability of the 
Cubans for self government 
U adon b tI 
edly the prejudice among army officers 
here against the insurgents on account 
of their lack of usefulness in the cam- 
paign now' closed has led to some exag- I 
gerated notions about the nature of Cu­ 
bans in general. But it is impossible not 
to see that the Cuban question, or 
rather questions, will be troublesome in 
the politics of the United States for a 
long time to come. 
There is already a 
beginning of the difficulties here. 
Un­ 
pleasant feelings between the allies are 
in themselves no great matter, but they 
,vill widen any breach that may appear 
over specific differences. An acute stage 
will easily be reached. 
What is the greatest consolation is 
the success of 
President McKinley's 
efforts to delay recognition of the Cu­ 
ban republic. 
Had the contrary policy 
prevailed General Shafter might have 
been embarrassed by the demand that 
the municipal government of Santiago 
be turned over to the insurgents, had 
their existence as a nation been ac­ 
knowledged by congress. 
As it was, 
any disagreement between the allies 
was the misfortune of General Garcia. 
The American commander simply disre­ 
garded him. A similar course will pre-

Several acts have tended to widen 
the breach that followed the interview 
a little over a week ago between Gen­ 
eral G arcia and the two generals—Cas­ 
tillo on one side and General Shafter on 
the other. 
At that tim e the American 
commander in chief made it clear that 
in pursuance of the hum ane motives 
w ith which the United States had en 
terod on the war, the people of Santiago 
should be fully protected in life and 
property. The Cuban idea had apparent 
ly been th at the capture of the city was 
merely an incident in the Three Years’ 
war ; th at the insurgents had taken it 
and should hold it, and th at they should 
exercise m ilitary jurisdiction over the 
inhabitants and their goods. 
General Shafter was brusque in dis­ 
abusing the m inds of his callers of all 
such ideas. He told them that Santiago 
was to be safeguarded just as any other 
city over which the stars and stripes 
floated. 
No property was to be taken, 
and, furtherm ore, the 80 head of cattle 
seized from refugees by Cubans had to 
be returned; if that was impossible, 
their equivalent had to be rendered. The 
insurgent generals departed in no pleas­ 
ed fram e of m ind and refused to take 
any part in the ceremonies attending 
the surrender. It is true th at the preju­ 
dice against the Cubans in the arm y 
here is due chiefly to a belief that they 
were utterly useless for any purpose ex­ 
cept to draw rations. But the adm inis­ 
trative differences, of course, rest on 
other considerations. 
Garcia has taken 
his arm y westward, but individual acts 
of oppression by Cubans continua Com­ 
plaints reach the governor’s palace of 
depredations by them, such as the tak ­ 
ing of goods aud even the open seizure 
of a horse. 
Of course the Am ericans w ill perm it 
nothing of the kind. 
Every effort w ill 
be made to punish such offenders, and 
their detection is certain to heap fuel 
on the flames of Caban discontent. 
On 
the other hand, the treatm ent of the 
Spaniards has been such as to win their 
increased gratitude. Considerable liber­ 
ty is allowed to the officers, although 
the troops are kept in camp outside the 
city. 
Food bas been supplied in suffi­ 
cient quantities, and care has been taken 
to avoid wounding their sensibilities in 
every way. 
Then, too, the firmness in repressing 
all forms of lawlessness in the city has 
won the adm iration of Spanish adher­ 
ents, especially as it has been directed 
largely against the Cubans. 
Of course 
the disgust of the Cubans w ith their 
allies has not escaped the observation 
of intelligent Spaniards. 
Nor is it 
strange th at the Spaniards’ delight at it 
is unbounded. 
This putting their old 
tim e enemies in the background has 
warmed them more and more toward 
the U nited States authorities, aud the 
fraternizing is rem arkable when it is 
remembered how few are the days since 
the two arm ies were exchanging shrap­ 
nel and rifle bullets. 
A curious evi­ 
dence and outcome of this friendshi 
were given a day or two ago, wb 
news was received of an encounter ** 
miles from here between some Span­ 
iards and Cubans, in which the form er 
were victors. 
About every American 
who heard of this expressed his satis­ 
faction and took occasion to tell how 
low was his opinion of the Cubans as 
soldiers. 
All this is local and momentary in 
one aspect, in another it is farreaching 
as affecting the relations between the 
United States and Cuba now the w ar is 
ended. 
The occupation of further ter­ 
ritory on the island by United States 
troops w ill doubtless lead to similar 
complications. 
Certainly the Cubans 
have learned w ar in a bitter school. 
For long decades the score of Spanish 
wrongs has been m ounting up. 
Both 
the Ten Years’ war and th a t which be­ 
gan in 1895 were marked by pillage, 
cruelty and m urder on the part of the 
Spaniards. 
Reprisals in kind were in­ 
evitable, especially as the Cuban n a tu re 
is not radically different from th at of 
the parent race. 
The insurgents ha\e 
many grievous instances of barbarity 
for which they think reparation is due 
them. 
That they should wish to help them­ 
selves to the goods of their enemies in 
Santiago is not to be wondered at. Situ 
ilar circumstances w ill bring 
1 
similar 


I demands. Under present conditions the 
immediate outcome of all snob desires 
for pillaging will be simple. The strong 
hand of the United States w ill prevent 
anything of the kind. Yet this w ill be 
a source of ill feeling between the allies 
which cannot fail to be a factor in the 
problem of a perm anent governm ent for 
the island. 
Of course no absolute con­ 
clusions about the entire island should 
be drawn from the experiences in a part 
of a single province. In so large a land 
as Cuba, w ith its agricultural, commer­ 
cial and geographical differences, it is 
not safe to depend too much on so par­ 


tial a view as can be had here. 
In a 
measure, however, the occurrences in 
Santiago m ust furnish a basis for study­ 
ing the entire situation. 
It may be taken for granted that w ith 
Spain elim inated, the present Cuban 
m ilitary leaders will occupy correspond­ 
ing influence in civic affairs. Such re­ 
ward for their services w ill be inevita­ 
ble. Yet their very prominence w ill add 
difficulties to the dealings ot the United 
States w ith the new republic. They are 
most fam iliar w ith Spanish atrocities. 
Many have suffered from it in their own 
families, and they will find it hard to 
treat w ith any consideration the inhab­ 
itants who held aloof from their cause 
or gave active support to the other side. 
Som ething of w hat was intended in 
Santiago w ill be planned in Havana 
and Matanzas. It w ill hardly be possi- , 
hie for the Cuban nature to forget at I 
once the rancor engendered by years of 
oppression aud warfare. Stern measures 
against those who did not lend a hand j 
to the insurgent cause in its hour of 
need are certain to be attempted. 
Of course the United States w ill in 
the occupation of other Cuban cities 
pursue exactly the policy thati$* has in 
Santiago. 
In a w ar begun for humane 
reasons certainly no looting of property 
will be perm itted. Follow ing tffis line, 
guarantees will be required that when 
peace is finally declared Spanish sym­ 
pathizers w ill be perm itted to enjoy 
the undisturbed pursuit of their call­ 
ings aud tho possession of their goods. 
That the newly constituted authorities 
w ill make due promises is likely enough. 
That these w ill in every case be kept is 
less probable. 
Some form of m ilitary 
protectorate seems inevitable for a tim e 
at least. 
The subject of annexation to the 
United States crops up continually in 
oouversation w ith the more intelligent 
classes in Santiago. 
Even many far­ 
sighted Cubans regard it as desirable 
aud inevitable. N aturally the m ilitary 
aeroes of the insurgents in the flush of 
success w ill w ant nothing of the kind. 
They w ill wish to reap some rew ard for 
their labors, and the desire to see Cuba 
nation as the result of their suffering 
aud fighting is ouly natural. 
But the 
commercial classes here seem to favor 
statehood in the Union. Many men are 
outspoken. 
They have had unpleasant 
experiences w ith the Spanish soldiery, 
j 
W ealthy m erchants raised a large loan 
to give the garrison its overdue pay. 
Nearly all the money stuck to the 
fingers of the officers. A few nights be­ 
fore the end of the siege warehouses 
aud shops were looted by soldiers. 
Spanish m aladm inistration is fam iliar 
here, but the business interests fear 
th at under an independent republic 
they will suffer even more. 
The course of General Shafter in pre­ 
serving order has greatly increased the 
feeling in favor of annexation. The city 
is as safe as it ever was or safer. 
Mu­ 
nicipal authority has been continued iu 
the old hands notw ithstanding Cuban 
protest. W hat seems like pursuing this 
principal to an illogical degree is the 
continuance of the old Spanish tariff, so 
that flour brought here from the United 
States m ust pay a duty of $4.80 for a 
sack of 200 pounds. 
However, this is 
ouly temporary, but the effort to dis­ 
turb previous conditions as little as pos­ 
sible has raised feelings of the greatest 
friendliness to the United States. 
In 
case of a plebiscite annexation is certain 
to have its most influential adherents 
in the business men who regard the 1 
great republic as more likely to give a 
stable government than independence 
coaid assure. 
This is w ritten from the point of view 
of an observer here. 
Senator Proctoi 
aud other em inent authorities have 
every confidence in the ability of the 
Cabans for self government. 
UudoubD 
edly the prejudice among arm y officers 
Here against the insurgents on account 
of their lack of usefulness in the cam ­ 
paign now closed has led to some exag­ 
gerated notions about the nature of Cu­ 
bans in general. But it is impossible not 
to see that the Caban question, or 
rather questions, will be troublesome in 
the politics of the United States for a 
long tim e to come. 
There is already a 
beginning of the difficulties here. 
Un­ 
pleasant feelings between the allies are 
in themselves no great m atter, but they 
tvill widen any breach that may appear 
over specific differences. Au bouto stage 
will easily be reached. 
W hat is the greatest consolation is 
the success of President M cKinley’s 
efforts to delay recognition of the Cu­ 
ban republic. 
Had the contrary policy 
prevailed General Shafter m ight have 
been embarrassed by the dem and that 
the m unicipal government of Santiago ! 
be turned over to the insurgents, had 
their existence as a nation been ac­ 
knowledged by congress. 
As it was, 
any disagreement between the allies 
was the misfortune of General Garcm- 
The American commander aim ply disre­ 
garded him. A sim ilar coarse will pre-

Lin** Extended to W ithin a Short Dis­ 
tance of tho Spanish Fort* Outside Ma­ 
n ila —A Bamboo B arricade—Don* Will 
Not Venture Out to Attack the Native*. 


E x-M inister John 
B arrett, 
special 
correspondent of th e New York Jo u rn al 
at Manila* w ritin g under the date of 
Ju ly 6, describes the P h ilip p in e .in su r­ 
gents' 
m ethod 
of 
fighting in their 
trenches near M alate as follow s: 
The insurgents m ake w ar in such an 
original aud interesting w ay that a visit 
to the front of th eir lines is well w orth 
the tim e and trouble as w ell as the 
slight danger incurred. A t th is w ritin g 
I am only 230 yards from the Spanish 
trenches, behind w hich 1,000 men are 
stationed, arm ed w ith the best M auser 
rifles. 
‘‘P in g ” 
ju st w ent 
a bullet 
through the foliage of the overhanging 
bamboos. 
‘‘Ping, ping, p in g ” go three 
m ore in succession, one striking the 
lim b of a w hite gum tree about three 
feet over our heads. 
These shots m ade us realize the dan­ 
ger of exposing ourselves to th e Spanish 
sharpshooters, aud yet showed th at if 
we kept behind the earthw orks we were 
com paratively safe. 
As w e approached 
the advanced line of the insurgents a 
young boy, passing along 
the road 
w hich w e were about to take, was shot 
through the hand w ith a M auser bullet, 
w hich had nearly spent its force, bot 
m ade a w icked w ound 
and, lodged 
against a bone of th e fingers. 
Some one suggested th a t the Span­ 
iards had seen us from the w alls of the 
fort and were g ettin g our range, so 
w ith o u t fu rth er argum ent we hurried 
up the road to the next and last b arri­ 
cade. T his stretch of highw ay, the m ain 
one leading out of M anila, is really 
dangerons for passersby. 
W hen we cam e up to the last b a rri­ 
cade, we found in a bunch of thick 
bamboos a bastion erected by the in ­ 
surgents for th e use of big guns in 
bom barding the fort. 
From the hidden 
top of this, about eight feet above the 
level of the ground, we could plainly 
m ake out th e Spanish trenches directly 
in front of us, w ith rifle barrels barely 
projecting above th e earth and occasion­ 
ally a h a t in outline as a m an moved 
from one spot to another. 
Behind this 
about IOO yards w as the old stone fort 
and m agazine, from the em brasured top 
of w hich a few cannon protruded. 
The trenches ran a t rig h t angles to 
the road along w hich we had come and 
across an open field to a grove of bam ­ 
boos, aud then across an o th er spread of 
m eadow land to a fringe of trees on the 
shore of the bay, finally ending on the 
beach, w here a big barricado of canoes 
filled w ith sand m ade an adequate pro­ 
tection. 
A lthough 
w arned b y. the general, 
M ariana Noriol, and his lieu ten an t colo­ 
nel, Ju a n Cai I lea, w ho had kindly ac­ 
com panied us up to the last danger 
point, th at we w ould surely be fired 
upon by the S paniards if we crossed the 
open fields w ith o u t w ading 
in the 
trenches half tilled w ith the w ater of 
recent heavy rains, we braved the sup­ 
posed danger aud reached the fringe of 
woods on the bay side w ith o u t ap p ar­ 
ently being seen. 
Before w e left we m ade a careful sur 
vey w’ith our glasses of the Spanish 
lines and forts, so th a t we could report 
iu full to A dm iral Dewey and G eneral 
Anderson w h at we had seen. 
U p to 
th is tim e no naval or m ilitary officer of 
the U nited States has m ade th is trip, 
and hence we are able to m ake the first 
reliable report. 
To m y m ind it w ould seem th a t the 
best aud only th in g for the Spaniards 
to do as a m atter of w arfare w ould be to 
send a party of 200 m en around on the 
flank aud, surprising the insurgents, 
gather them in as prisoners or shoot 
them iii th eir tracks.

A m erica and be published u n til the 
fate of M anila is settled I am at liberty 
to discuss these points. 
On the other 
hand, the rebels fight so bravely when 
attacked th a t the Spaniards are afraid 
to fight them , except on the defensive. 
These men we m eet in the trenches are 
m ild iii appearance polite in m aim ers 
aud gentle in m ovem ents, but I un d er­ 
stand skillful w ielders of the bolo or 
uativtLknife a t close quarters aud not 
bad m arksm en w ith rifles w hen trained. 
VV lieu I questioned G eneral N oriel 
about m ethods of fighting, he said th a t 
he instructed his m en not to w aste th eir 
am m unition and fire only w hen they 
could do some dam age.
